Of course violent bam 
morlng aloug hard roads, partlcolarly with uosoasoned horses, will, lu 
time, knock most horses* feet and legs to pieces; bat even here the 
double action of the hoof and shoe pressure Is the means by wblch the 
greatest injury Is worked. 

“ I adopted, many years ago, the plan ol changing the shoos once 
every fortnight. New shoes are often not wanted. All that is needed Is 
to beat out tne shoe In tbe Ore. and to make a new bed-pit on the horse's 
fool. Ifihlsplan bo adopted, the shape of the shoe, the number ol 
nails, tbo manner in which the foot Is prepared for shoeing, are of 
minor importance. The foot will have a chance every fourteen days of 
expanding into Its natural form, tbe pressure which causes foot-lame

the eyes cAcn morning; when wiped away was not noticed until next 
morning. Appetite good. Bbe was In good flesh ; bad at times a fit of 
snuffing through the nose, which continued for a half minute or so. 
Nose dry and hot. All this seemed to pass away In a few days aDcr a 
pill of rhubarb and Jafap bad been administered. Onemoinlngl 
noticed that she seemed weak In bind legs, when she wonld turn 
around; same afternoon had a fit. Thinking she bad been poisoned, 
gave cmcllc, which did not act. and then gave a pint of oil. The fit 
did not recur. She seemed essy aRer the oil was administered. Next 
morning she was very stiff In ail her Join's. In a few days could not 
walk or stand; was completely paralyzed, limbs stiff, no relaxation of 
muscles of legs, neck slm and thrown back. She lived for ten days 
and then died In a fit. Treatment consisted of small doses: Nuz 
vomica and belladona, euemas, tincture iodine. No solid food. Milk 
diet. Egg with soups. Had to bo fed with spoon; with great difficulty 
able to lap anything, and then her bead bad to be steadied wbilh doing 
so; at times she seemed to recognize me and would wAg her tall; at 
others she would not notice any one, but wonld start at sudden noises, 
or when tonched. Treatment was based on tbe assumption of polaon. 
Ads.— It looks like a case of distemper to start with, and death followed 
from want of proper ireatmeni. No poison would set in tbe way the 
symptoms given first indicated but arsenic, and there would have been 
other definite symptoms to corroborate the opinion. Poleonlng In onr 
opinion Is untenable. Distemper or s severe cold was the orl|posl die- 
esse; the rhubarb was good hat the Jalap was too harsh. The oil was 
excessive In quantity, especially after tbe Jalap. T^e nuz vomica waa 
; proper for tbe paralysis but the rigidity of the muscles, stiffness and 
poBUlon of the neck. Indicate thatU wae given in too largo doses. Tbe 
belladonna is a good reraeav in aklllfn) bands, but a very dangerous 
one in tbe hands of an amateur, and there ia noothor drag you would 
bo so likely to misuse, that Is, to hfc at wrong times and In Improper 
doses, and there is no other drug you wonld bo more likely to kill a sick 
dog with than that. There Is a valnable lesson for all dog owners In 
this experience- If you do not know what tbe matter Is with your dog, 
confine yourself to simplo^ousehold remedies that will do no barralr 
they do no good, and attend carefblly to K(N>d onrslng. doing such 
things as the sympioms and condition nfthe patient call for, and leave 
cxcosslvely strong poisonous drugs to those who are more ambitious, 
and care less If they kill their dogs.

It 15 with Ercat pleniuro that I resume this subject again at the fe' 
right season, aa I have seen plenty of proofs, both In this country 
and froth America, that niy Ideas as regards our sporting dogs *■- 
have been eonslderaldy read and aecepted. Many of the crosses >ej 
Burcested by'• Leatherhead ” have been tried with success, as 
not only seen at the few field trials held, but In actual service on 
the moor and the stubble, and I believe at this lime that no 
breeds arc improving tn anything like the sainc ratio as pointers “t 
and setters. As regards the former breed, old cl. implon Drake 
and old Chaiuplou Hang have been the very corner stones of 
pointer merit, but for a long time the admirers of both were dls- 
Inclined to croes the two strains, and both were comparatively 
old dogs before it was done. The result of such a cross was 
fairly Illustrated In Priam, winner of the Field Trial Derby in 
187S, again in Sal, second In the same event of lb.«, and of last «! 
vear V good many people will say tlmt the best, or very nearly ^ 
the best, pointer out last year was Mr. ti. Pllklngton's Laurel, by ^ 
old ehamplou Bang out ot a grandiiaughter of Drake s. Here 
are three seasous lu succession producing the same results, and 
as ll.c entries for the Spring Field Trials come out. It wll he u 
found, 1 am certain, that three parU of the pointer puppies bred 
last year arc ol the conihlncd Bang and Drake strains. In set- 
ters breeders arc also keeping well to a most promising line to » 
Insure success, by breeding, as 1 have always said they should be hi 
brail, as close to the Laveraeks as possible. I have urged no ” 
objections to out-crosscs, provided they are good ones, hul, as It m 
can be shown by any one Who has experience on the subject, that ve 
the purity of the Laverack is shown by the evenness of the pro- b 
duee, and their Inaptitude to throw back In comparison with o' 
other strains, It Is only a commou sense argument that this b ue 
blood should preponderate, so as to continue and Improve the ^ 
breed of setters. Those fortunate enough to possess pure Lav- w 
crack bitches can cross very judiciously with halt or three-parU » 
Laverack dogs; but to go further is only courting disappoint P 
meut, as It Is the way to get mixed litters of a 1 colors and all « 
sizes, and throwing back besides to most undesirable signs. To « 
steer clear of such results, I think It is most desirable that some 
people at least should breed pure ones, and lu this opinion I am « 
backed by some of the best judges both In England and A merica, ^ 
as I can prove by such a mass of correspondence as I never » 
'anticipated receiving on the subject. I have been asked to co h 
lect a similar list as the one compiled by me three years ago of all “ 
the authenticated pure Laveraeks In England over twelve months » 
old and I will certainly make out this small census for Bell In the * 
course of a few weeks. If the owners ot the sort will be good h 
enough to send me a list of their belongings that will come un- « 
der my standard of being pure. ... , . *' 

The sires of the season arc very much in the same position as v 
they were last year, as 1 have heard of no deaths amongst any of ® 
those that received notice from my pen, Jock, Rock, Rhyl, Tory, " 
Bandit and Diamond, all being In the land of the living, and » 
still at the seivlce of tl.e public; and some of them have more “ 
or less distinguished themselves through the merit of their pro- » 
duce as Instanced bv Rock, whose sons swept off all the prizes at 
Manchester the other da\, and Mr. Whltehouee says that the best 
setter he saw when judging the Kennel Club trials last year was <1 
a dog called Don, belonging to Mr. Joe Platt, and a son of Rhyl. ‘ 
Don was sent to the t. ials by himself, to be worked by a strange 
keeper who had never seen him before, and so, of course, he was ' 
performing under an Immense disadvantage. I recollect hla taking 
s^ome very long points tn dry plow, hut Mr. Whllehouse says ‘ 
that the judges saw more of him than other people did, and eon- " 
sldered him the most unlucky dog at the trials. 1 hear great ' 
accounts also of some young Jocks, now in the possession of bis ‘ 
breeder, Mr. T. PUklnglon, that are out of Blue Belle, by Bandit, J 
Mr. Pllklngton believing that they are as good as his old Dash, 
and this Is saying a great deal. Darkle, another I noticed, baa 
been sold In Amerlcafor what I believe la no secret now, 200 sovs, 
and be will do more good than many of the lot our American 
cousins have taken from us, provided they breed him to pure 
Laveraeks. The pointers have also been pretty stationary. Wagg 
Is alive and well, I am told, and Daruet Is the most fashionable ] 
pointer sire of the day, his stock being quite as promising as I 
said they would be. There are no vacancies amongst the others I 
noticed, and therefore I have every excuse for continuing the 
series Instead ot beginning again, and I do so to day with the 
most successful sire, either pointer or setter, whose produce were 
seen at (hows last year. This great stud dog Is .Mr. 8. Price’s 
champion Bang, unfortunately getting Into the yellow sere of 
life, as be Is eleven years old, though I have not the slightest hes¬ 
itation in recommending him as a sire, as I have seen some of 
the strongest and biggest boned puppies that one could well find 
got by him last Summer, aud I know of a bitch heavy In pup to 
him now. Bang's career hss been altogether a very grand one, 
and It Is now ten years ago since he first appeared in public at 
Shrewsbury In 1871. it was tn a good puppy claas of twelve run¬ 
ners, and Mr. 8. Price ran two brothers. Bang and Beppo. 
They both won their first Ilea, and at the finish came 
out second and third, Beppo getting the credit of be¬ 
ing the boat, hut Mr. Price knew that this was a 
wrong calculation, as he got rid of Beppo, and kept 
Bang. In 1873 Bang reappeared as a fine young dog at the 
Devon and Cornwall trials, held on Mr. Trelawny’s esutca of 
Coldrenick, near Ltskeard. Field trials were then quite new In 
that district, as they had only been started five years lu Stafford- ^ 
shire, and the Idea had not traveled further south so far then as 
Southampton. It was a quarter, however, where such an innova¬ 
tion would cause considerable interest, as the Devonshire and 
Cornish men are sportsmen to the backbone, and will aland no 
sort of sport without dogs. It so happened, therefore, that some 
of the oldest gunners and best men In the western counties were 
atlracUd to these trials, and a few ventured to enter the repre- ’ 
sentatlves of their kennels. The results, however, showed that 
local performers had no chance with the Laveraeks, Countess and 
Nellie, and also that there was not anything like as good a pointer | 
In Devon or Cornwall as Mr. S. Price’s Bang. As fine a pointer 
as any man could ever shoot over was the general verdict of all 
present, and It was very natural that when Bang made a aecond 
bow to the Devon public at Newton the following year, hla ap- I 
pearauce caused almost a sensation, and very unlooked for In- 
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deed wae the defeat he suffered, but a quiet-looking sportsman N 
and a friend were seen leading about a little, funny-looking D 
black-mottled pointer bitch, and In going through the card Ibis ft 
turned out to hr Mr. Brackeubury’a Romp, who was as quick as h 
a bee as soon as she waa let loose, and after the first round she ci 
came down with the redoubtable Bang. It was a splendid H 
trial, and the little one just won by being quicker ol 
on her points. This Romp was the dam of Mr. O. tt 
T. Barlram’i. now Mr. J. 11. Salter's Romp, and the E 
mother and daughter resembled each other very much. Mr. E 
Price did not patronize Shrewsbury that year, but at (he Devon II 
and Cornwall trials of 1874 the popular resident ol Bow met his T 
friends with the ae-uranee that Bang was better than ever, aud n 
that he had a young one aa well that was quite a chip of the old b 
block. This was proved to be a correct calculation, as Mike, the w 
youngster in question, settled those of his <twn year In the puppy t< 
class anyhow, and when pitted with his father In the Brace el 
Stakes It was seen that It would lake a tremendous brace to beat ai 
them. I know I strongly reeoniraeuded their owner to take 
them to Shrewsbury, anil very glad I was to meet the Devon rep- a 
resentitlves at Exeter station, tn route to the scene of action. S 
How Bang and Mike settled thirteen brace of the very pick of L 
England la a fact of sporting history, and how they repealed the E 
feat three years lu succession, also redounds glory to both father V 
and sou. Bang, in 1874, also very nearly won the open class at ( 
Shrewsbury, as he was second In a field of fourteen, just beaten B 
by Rector, and I shall always think that If It had n it been for an y 
unlucky bit of ground, foiled all over by hares, Bang would tl 
have won. He kept on running year after year, and waa always h 
In the front rank, having a wonderful nose, as staunch as a rock, h 
and a more powerful goer was never seen, whilst his style on d 
point was splendid. I have always fancied that It was the most n 
correct pointer style ever seen at trials. Drake s drop to game f 
was very grand, as he went such a pace; and as he came down ^a a 
regular dust scatterer, there was enough to take away one’s a 
breath with admiration; but Bang looked like a statue, every F' 
point and muscle exactly In the right mould, and there wae a I 
solidity and boldness almut It wanting In Drake. t 

Du the show bench Bang waa right In front of hla great rival a 
Drake, as the latter waa never a show dog, though a fine built a 
animal, but too angular and too h'gh on the leg, and he was not v 
short jointed enough. Bang, on the contrary, was pretty nearly 
faultless In make. Charley Llltleworlh, Lord Portsmouth’s s 
huutaman, says that he has seen no fox-bound so perfectly put I 
together as Bang, and to find any fault with him has always been t 
most dim lilt. He Is a very big pointer, with Immense bone, s 
very grand In head, clean cut about the throat, the strongest anil n 
best of shoulders, big, broad back, and legs and feet fairly models t 
of what they should be. Hla wins on the show bench have been i 
even more extensive than at field trials. He was the ebamplon i 
pointer at the Crystal Palace in 1875, and at the same time be i 
won the 4:30 Cup for the best-looking field trial pointer in the I 
show. Oddly enough Laveraek’s old Blue Dash won the Cham- 1 
ploD Setter Cup at the same show, aud nowadays one may be sure 1 
that the descendants of this champion pointer and champion I 
setter will take almost everything In their respective classes. I 
Until Bang got to look a bit aged no pointer could beat him on < 
the show bench, as equal in actual points with either Wagg or | 
Faust, he heat them both for bone and substance As a stud < 
dog he hss even more than sustained his reputation. As _ 
first of all he came Into prominence through the success of ' 
bis son Mike, and then there was Whim, out of a bitch of Mr. ' 
Blssett’s, and she ran second In the Field Trial Derby of 1376. i 
There was also another early .field trial winner In Sol, brother to 
Bow and T. Bang, and a more prominent one followed In Bow 
Bells, probably one of the best bitches over seen at a Held trial 
There have been others, such as Zeal (sister to Bow Bstls), and 
these sUters by the champion out of Mr. Leach’s Belle, by 
Sanctio, are something extraordinary In quality, there being as 
many as six shown together two yeare ago at the Alexandra Pal¬ 
ace, and so perfect and even were the whole lot, that Mr. White- 
house, who was officiating as the judge, was nearly an hour sep¬ 
arating them. 

The past year has been an extraordinary one In illustrating the 
merits of the Bangs, as In the Field Trial Derby Laurel showed 
quite form enough so show that time would make her a clipper, 
and she came out in flying colors at the Sporting Dog and Field 
Trial Company's Trials by winning the Puppy St. Leger for Mr. 
Pllklngton. Sister to Laurel, namely. Lilac, won In the small 
bitch class at the Crystal Palace, being the first to put the Bang 
and Belle family tn the shade, and I should certainly stamp Lilac 
as the best looking small pointer bitch In England, laurel and 
Lilac are unto! Jessamine, by Lord Downc’a Mars (son of Drake) 

I exactly the cross I have advocated, and Mr. Pllklngton has gone 
on dipping into the Bangatraln, as Fapey, the good-looking hitch 
’ that won the Puppy Stakes at Shrewsbury a few seasons back, 

I has been consorted to the Devon champion, and I hear the pro¬ 
duce are very promising. Sir Wroth Lethbridge, Mr. Hoy wood 
I Lonsdale, .Mr. Barclay Field, Sir T. Thomas Leonard, and Mr. 
j Blenkhorn have also got plenty of the strain combined with the 
, best of Drake, and it la a sort that Is certain to progreas and 
( prosper. I have always urged that the Bang strain Improves the 
[ Drake and Lord Sefton’e, by adding bone and also hardness of 
[ coat, and maybe also the close breeding of all the old family aorta 
. represented in the Seftou and Knowsley line has been corrected 
I by a dash of Bang. Bang comes away from those families, 
e direct enough through his sire, as his pedigree resils by Coham’s 
6 Bang (son of Hamlet, aon of Bird’s Bob, son of Batcock’s Joker, 
f aon of Lord Derby’s Rap) but Bang's dam waa by Ssncho (aon of 
. Brockton’s Bounce) a dog that undoubtedly traced from the Duke 
f of Portland’s, and from thence to Mr. Edge of Strelly.

0 relation to the Drakes and Seftons as Bang does, and It Is s ken- 
. nel that might do pointer breeders about the same amount of 
t good, a sign of which Is given In the beautiful bitch Peach, bred 
i- in that way by Mr. Statter. The attention that the best breed- 
, era of pointers have paid to Mr. S. Price’s champion marks, I 
e' think, a new era In the progress of the breed, and I should advise 
I- any one having a well-bred Sefton, Drake, Mars, or any grand- 
a daughter of Drake's to patronize old Bang this eeai<in. The 
it good old dog cannot last for ever, and, although he haa some rare 
e good SODS to carry on the line, as was seen at the late show at 
if Birmingham, where they finished first, second, and third In the 
n open dog class.

Eastern Field Trials and Gladstone. 


Louisvii-lb, Kt. 

Editok Cuicaoo Field;— 1 notice the editorial in the 'Burf, 

Field and Farm, of the Issue of December 31, advocating Eaatarn 
field trials lor Eastern dogs, and that the Judges should he Eaatero 
men, familiar with the bunting peculiar to that sectlou. 

At the outset I will say I suppose the club, composed of gen¬ 
tlemen, as It Is, have a right to say who shall, or shall not, enter 
dogs at their trials, but If It Is made eectloual, and not national 
In Its character, I do not think such action will be indorsed by 
many of the club, and such Eastern sportsmen, as Messrs. Theo¬ 
dore Morford, F. L. Sheldon, of Rahway and C. H. Raymond, of 
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New Jersey, Luther Adams and John Fottler, Jr., of Boston and 
Dr. Jarvis, of Claremont, N- H. The article referred to above I 
fear, was prompted by the fact that the owner of a Western dog 
had e.infldeoce enough to send him East to meet the Eastern 
cracks; did meet them, did beat them, honestly and fairly, aa I 
fhall prove l)y the records further on in this article. The result 
of the trials does not sustain the “Old Field Editor,” as he llkee 
to style himself, when he says, “Western dogs cannot win at 
Eastern trials;’’and although (Iladstone may not run again in 
Eastern trials, there are other dogs In the West that may follow him. 

If not excluded In coming trials, that may suaUln hli reputation. 

The “Old Field Editor" doubtless bad hts favorites, and who has 
not, aud the fall was hard, but he must learn to bear it. To see 
bluebloods taking first and second prizes wae a hard blow; but It 
will happen generally where they run. It should be all the more 
to the credit of Gladstone when the aforesaid editor says his pace 
etc., rendered him totally “out of plact, ’ to run on such ground 
as the Eastern trials were held on. 

But now turn to the record; read, there were four judges and 
a referee, viz : Colonel Gordon and Dr. Young of the South or 
Southwest, Mr. von Lengerke and Dr. Monroe, with Mr. Geo. T. 
Leech as referee, from the East, two Southwestern and three 
Eastern men. Does this look like a “put up job” to make the 
Western dog win! I have been told by more than one present 
(I was not there) that the award to Gladstone was unanimous. 

But such talk as certain dogs “should have gone to the front” 
you can always hear at field trials and bench shows. I have not 
the pleasure of knowing either of the three Eastern gentlemen, 
hut presume they are gentlemen of character or they would not 
have been selected by the club to serve them, as I have do 
doubt they did do, faithfully, glvlne their beet aud honest Judg¬ 
ment, but Dr. Young and Colonel Gordon I do know, and have 
followed them day after day In our Western trials, when acting 
as judges, and I, as all who know them, know them to be honest 
and efficient, neither caring for or favoring any ownership, but 
regarding solely thf meriti of the dogs under judgment. Now 
this constant flndlog fanlt with their decisions, and lu the same 
breath disclaiming any Intention of doing so, lu which decision 
all aeenied to agree, is in marked contrast to crltlclsina of their 
actions at previous trials, where each haa served faithfully, and 
where their decisions were Indorsed by all. 

Moreover, to show that Eastern and Western men do not differ 
so widely in their judgment, I stale It as a fact that Captain 
Henry aud Mr. Morford, representatives of East and West, rarely 
ever differed a point, at most one or two, eacli keeping a separate 
score of Individual dogs at national trials, aud comparlug them 
afterward. Again, the same editor says; “ No judge at a field 
trial can form so good an estimate of a dog’s working as the re¬ 
porter who jots down each point,” etc. Pray do not the judges 
do the same thing; keep an accurate account of points, flushes, 
and all the qualities that go to make a good field dogf They 
have In all trials I have attended, and I have missed but four held 
lu this country, since their Inauguration at .Memphis. The “Old 
Field Editor” may have been all attention, but it Is presumption 
for him to say that he, with his stature, could see more than 
five, whose entire duty It was to look and score also. Not only 
does he claim that Gladstone was thrice beaten; but that chronic 
grumbler, Mr, Aldrich, claims It also, apeclally In the beat where 
Gladstone so readily disposed of Nat. Now, each of the three 
papers, the Turf, Field and Farm, Forat aud Stream, and the 
' CniCAOO Field, give Gladstone either five or six points, to Nat’s 
two, or at most three, and all concede him superiority lu pace and 
style, aud although Nat may have retrieved belter, Gladstone 
must win under the rules. Fhen by what does he condemn him! 

Is it for pace aud style, and as too fast for blml In running 
up the aggregate of the three papers mentioned, I find on an 

average that Gladstone’s record Is thirty-four points, six Bushes. 

without a break shot; bis opponenU’scores twenty-eight points, 
seven flushes and eleven break sbote, Does tills look as If be 
‘ was made to win” without work! The reports are not explicit 
enough to mention, as I would like, the p lints made by Glad¬ 
stone on single birds, as against coveys; hut I infer from them a 
large ms jorlty were on single birds. It is stated he pointed birds 
from twenty to thirty yards; does this show him deficlenl in 
nose, as charged! .... „ 

Another Richmond appears in the field—and is it really 
another!—under the nom de jilume of Long Islander. But I Infer 
from parts of his article that be aud the “Old Field Editor” do not 
live far apart. Why is it that so much is said about the owner 
of Gladstone and his not accepting the challenge of Mr. Blood- 
good; and Sensation hardly mentioned! Was not he just as 
much In the original challenge aa Gladstone! Mr. P. H Bryson 
is too well known by the sportsmen of Amerlea to need defense 
■ from my hands, and all who know him. Know that he does not 
1 seek the advantage of any man, as Long Islander Intimates, and 
that he scorns anything hut justice; his only fault, In my judg- 
• meut, in public races of the past, la that he has let the opposl- 
1 tlon have things too much their own way, and has run his dog 
when toWlly unfit, rather than appear to be afraid of defeat, 
i The actlona of Mr. Bryson since the Inauguration of field trials 
1 in this country do not warrant the statemen'i. of Long Islander, 
i that ho wants the “under grip.” Long Islander Is mistaken In hla 

B ""Mr. Bryson did right. In my opinion, to refuse to run Gladstone 
1 on Robin’s Island; he had run him against the good dogs entered 
Id the trials, and was awarded first by judges selected by the Eaat- 
» ern club. I am told that Robin’s Island contains only from seven 
to eight hundred acres of land at most, and that from one-fourth 
f to one-third la either barren sand, or places too thick with scrub 
e oak to hunt In.

THE MACNER CASE-AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 

We have to congratulate the sjiortsmcn and all Interested in 
the protection of game in Illinois, as well as in the United States, 
on the affirmation by the Supremo Court of Illinois of the judg¬ 
ment In the case of the people against Magner for selling quails 
during the close season, January, 1880, which was appealed by 
Magner from the judgment of the Justice of the Pence and the 
Criminal Court of Cook county to the Supreme Court. 

It Is the most important game case which has ever been tried 
in America, and we believe, in the world, as there was not a 
question relating to game but which was submitted to the consid¬ 
eration of the court. 

The best legal talent in Chicago was employed on both sides, 
Messrs. Palmer and Durkee, and Stale's Attorney L. L. Mills for 
the prosecution, and Emory A. Stores for the defense, and to 
make It as thorough as possible the cause was submitted upon an 
agreed statement of facts. 

The following Is the condensed sutement of facts in the agreed 
cases, made to cover ten different transactions, and varied so as 
to meet every distinct phase, in order that the court might con¬ 
sider each possible infraction of the law as applied to the poeses- 
slon and sale of game during the period of prohibition. 

In case No. 1, the defendant bought and sold quails, during 
the prohibited season. The entire transaction taking place 
within the state, and confined to citizens of Illinois. 

In cast No. 3, defendant bought fine box of quails In the Slate 
of Kansas during the open season, bad said case shipped to 
Chicago, and sold the same during the prohibited season to a clt,- 
zen of Illinois. 

Case No. 6, same as No. 3, except that defendant sold the 
package to a citizen of the State of New York. 

Case No. 10. Defendant sold quails at Chicago during prohib¬ 
ited season to citizen of New York, said quails having been 
killed in Kansas, and shipped to defendant at Chicago. 

These three cases were so framed to test the authority of the 
state to pass the law. 

Cases Nob. 3, 4, 7 and 9 contained the same statement of facts, 
except that the game was purchased to Kansas during the close 
or prohibited season by the laws of that state, and raised the ques¬ 
tion of the right of a citizen to deal in goods, when the law of 
the place of contract has forbidden such dealings. 

Cases Nos. 5, 8 and 9 represented similar facts.exccpt that goods 
were sold in smaller parcels than original shipment, thereby rais¬ 
ing the question, that as the original packages bad been broken, 
the quails had become "merged in the mass of property of the 
state,” and the state could then regulate its sale; even if it could 


issue of each paper: 

Cricsoo, Feb. 5, 1881.— Permit me, through your columns, to 
call the attention of all persons interested in the sale of game to 
the fact that the Supreme Court of Illinois has decided the game 
law of the state constitutional. 

The case, The People vs. .Magner, is the most Important game 
ease ever tried in America, and, perhaps. In the world, since 
every condition of the sale and traffic of game was considered. 
Not a single point was omitted. It was an agreed case, and was, 
therefore, purposely made to cover every question, that it might 
be a guide for the future. 

The best legal taleut in Chicago, upon both sides, was secured, 
so that all questions Involved might be thoroughly presented for 
the consideration of the court. 

The offense was committed January 15, 1880. Judgment 
against defendant was obtained, in the justice court, and con¬ 
firmed In the Criminal Court of Cook county upon defendant’s 
appeal. The defendant again appealed to the Supreme Court of 
Illliiols, and, by the highest authority within our state, has the 
judgment of the lower courts been affirmed. This case was sub- 
ndtted to the Supreme Court in March, 1880, and the decision 
having been just rendered at the February term, makes it nearly 
eleven months that the court has bad the various questions In¬ 
volved under consideration. All things considered, therefore, 
this decision carries with it great weight. 

With the exception of ducks and snipes, all game birds and 
animals are protected at the present time. The law declares 
that it shall be unlawful to kill, or have in possession, any buck, 
doe or fawn, or wild turkeys, between January 1.5 and Sep¬ 
tember 1; prairie chickens, between December 1 and August 15; 
ruffed grouse or quails between January 1 and October 1; water¬ 
fowls between May 1 and August 15, and woodcocks between 
January 1 and July 4 

Pending the decision in this case there was a sort of tacit 
understanding that violations of the game law would not be 
prosecuted, the object being to learn what the law constitutionally 
covered, and what not. Taking advantage of this state of affairs, 
numerous dealers and restaurant proprietors have openly violated 
the law, while, to their credit, be it said, the larger dealers In 
game refrained from so doing. 

Now, then, I wish to inform each and every one interested that 
on and after Monday next, Feb. 7, violators of the game law will 
be promptly prosecuted. All persons who may become possessed 
of knowledge of violations of the law, after the above date, are 
requested to inform me of the same. N. Rows,

It has been a hard fight to get a decision in an Illinois court 
favoring the protection of game, but at lost one has been ob¬ 
tained, and the most valuable ever rendered by a court—not only 
valuable to Illlnots, but to every state in the union. Let us be 
thankful.

A VALUABLE CAPTURE. 

The following capture of a most flagrant violator of*the game 
law in Iowa, will be read with interest. The information is 


and that the state has full power to protect Its property by 
statute, even to the affecting of commercial relations between 
the various states, and thatsuch law will not be unconstitutional, 
unless the opposition between it and the constitution be clear 
and plain. 

Second. Showing that the highest courts in the states of New 
York and Missouri have decided a similar law to be constitu¬ 
tional. 

Third. That the power of Congress, under the constitution, 
to regulate commerce among the several states. Is not exclusive. 

Fourth. That Congress having, for over a century, failed to 
pass a game law, it may reasonably be Inferred that a " national 
rule” is not required, and In such a case the state may act. 

Fifth. That the states having always protected fish and game, 
the acquiesence of the Federal government admits their rights 
so to do. 

Sixth. That the states can better control this question than 
Congress. 

Seventh. That Congress baa no power over the subject. 

Eighth. That this law can be upheld under the police power 
of the state. 

Ninth. That goods contraband Irz laei contractu, cannot be 
the subject of a'^egal contract elsewhere. 

Tenth. That the comity of states requires each to assist the 
other In preserving Its game. 

Eleventh. That game and fish are of great Importance to the 
country. 

Twelfth. That the quails were bought in Kansas when such 
purchase was then and there prohibited, should not be received 
as a defense in the courts of this state. 

Thirteenth. That the practice has become general by which courts 


furnished by the ida Qrovr Pioneer. We have been cognizant of 
Hefner’s nefarious practices for some time and of the efforts 
made to capture him by the Iowa States Sportsmen’s Association : 

Henry B. Hefner, who for the last few years has been em¬ 
ployed by P. B. Wear A Co., of Chicago, to trap and ship them 
prairie chickens from Iowa and Kansas, and who has been car¬ 
rying on this business In Ida, Sac and Woodbury counties during 
the past Winter, came to grief last Saturday night. The boys 
bad been watching him with diligent attention for the last few 
weeks, and young Hefner knew It and frequently defied them. 
Henry Is a sharp little fellow and played bis cards for all that 
was In them, but the “boys” were too many for him, and he was 
finally compelled to disgorge and throw up his hand. On Sat¬ 
urday evening last Messrs. F. W. Tibbetts, Maurer Bros., 
“Shorty,” Frank Dugan, Sheriff Barnes and Marshal Higgins, 
and as many more, formed themselves Into a kind of mutual de¬ 
tective society, and vowed they would watch the fellow’s mean- 
derings, and catch him. If It took alt night. They saw him start 
out of town with a livery team, after dark. In company with 
young Nlckle, who Went along as driver. He made a circuit 
around through the country gathering up the birds, and while 
on this mission was Informed by some one of the farmers that a 
party of men from Ida Grove bad been seen reconnoitering 
about the premises a short time before. Hefner “smelled a 
mice,” and ordered the team driven to the river, when he dumped 
what chickens he bad over the bank, and struck out for town. 

A short time after he had arrived be was arrested by Sheriff 
Barnes, and arraigned before Squire Miller, Gray A Shearer for 
prosecution, and Rollins A Bradshaw for defendant. Young 
Nickel was subpoenaed and compelled to tell all he knew in the 
case. He testified that be was In the employ of W. C. Moore, 
and was ordered to drive the team for Hefner; that be knew there 
was at least ten chickens In the box, and that Hefner threw them 
in the river. This was a clear “ give-away ” and Hefner acknowl¬ 
edged the corn. Hefner also stated that he had been paying the 
boy extra wages to keep his mouth shut, but that if he was ever 
brought into court that he must tell the truth. The law says 
that for every chicken found In the possession of (this season of 


the year) a person he shall have to pay 810 and costs. Of course 
this bad reference to regular shippers. Upon this testimony 
Hefner was fined $100 and costs amounting to $167, and was 
ordered to be placed In the Sac City jail if the amount was not 
forthcoming. Thus ended the first chapter. Monday morning 
and no costs, penalty or bond bad been received, and It began to 
look as though Henry would be taken to Sac jail on the p. m. 
train. As train time drew near at hand, defendant’s law¬ 
yers asked that Henry be kept over till tbe morrow, and be would 
then either pay the $167 or appeal and give a $500 bond. Re¬ 
quest grant^. Tuesday noon and Hefner was still In tbe bands 
of the sheriff, and hadn’t “whacked up.” Word had been sent 
on Sunday to Williams, of Marshalltown, president of the state 
association for tbe protection of game, of the proceedings of this 
case, whereupon lawyer Parker, of Marshalltown, was sent here 
by the president of the said association to assist In tbe prosecn- 
tlon of the law breaker. Parker arrived here Tuesday noon. 
Train time drew nigh again, and Sheriff Barnes notified Judge 
Miller that if bond or money had not been received, that he 
should be compelled to proceed to Sac with the prisoner. Miller 
answered, “Take him.” Hefner then caused younir Nickel tithe 
arrested and brought before Miller on tbe charge of having chick¬ 
ens In his possession. Now tbe excitement began to run high. 
Lawyers were full of business. Nickel was alarmed, but was 
told by Parker and Gray A Shearer to rest easy as he would not 
be liarmed. Word then spread about that Hefner bad said if 
they would remit his fine and let him go that he would give them 
a Hat of all farmers who had bis traps. This frightened the 
farmers. They gathered about ready to turn State’s evidence 
against him If be did. This scared Hefner and he ordered 
Nickel released and cost taxed to plaintiff. Just then 
tbe train whistled and deputy sheriff Hewitt proceeded to 
the depot with Hefner expecting to take him to Sac, 
but just before the train started out he was re-arrested 
by a warrant In the hands of tbe sheriff, information 
having been filed against him by one of tbe farmers. Thus 
Henry’s ride to Sac was again postponed. The trial for the sec¬ 
ond offense was to come off before Miller yesterday morning at 
nines, m. The time for trial arrived and plaintiff took a change 
of venue before Squire Baird, of Battle Creek, and was to have 
been tried last night, but before the train went East yesterday 
afternoon a plan altogether different was used. They concluded 
to lay this suit aside for the present, and let the prisoner go to 
Sac City and serve thirty days In the jail to pay for the first 
offense, and accordingly the deputy sheriff conveyed Hefner to 
Sac City on yesterday’s train. After his thirty days of Imprlson- 
roeut Is out, then he will be re-arrested and brought back aud 
tried on the second charge. It is rumored that there la a suffi¬ 
cient number of witnesses to testify against him to keep him In 
jail for the next six years, at thirty days per witness. He has 
been doing a wbolerale business, and should be punished to tbe 
fullest extent of tbe law. 


KILL THE HAWKS. 

We are pleased to* see that active steps are being taken to 
destroy the hawks. We always have thought the charge, which 
killed a hawk, used to the most profitable advantage. We would 
like to see the sportsmen turn out en maeic and exterminate 
them. Now Is the time to do it, for with the earth covered with 
snow the quails fall an easy prey to them. Let all the sportsmen 
in each locality devote one day to ahoollng them. Each local 
club should take action In regard to it. If done, thousands of 
quails can be saved. We trust no time will be lost In acting on 
our suggestion, and we should like to have the score of the num¬ 
ber killed in each locality. 

Mr. J. Shaw Margerum, of Washington, Pa., who is a deadly 
foe to hawks, having killed over two thousand at various times, 
and William Adams of the same place, have made a match, thirty 
men a side, to kill hawks and owls, the losing party to pay for 
a supper, tbe bills of the birds to be counted March 31. 

The Forest and Stream Association of Wilmington, Ohio, offers 
three premiums, of ten, five and two dollars for tbe three high¬ 
est scores of hawks, excepting the small sparrow hawk, which 
they consider of great benefit to farmers, the bead and two talons 
of each to be evidence, and to be counted, and tbe premium paid 
March 31, by Dr. L. B. Welch, president, and Mr. Melville Hayes, 
secretary of tbe club. 

Mr. Margerum recommends catching as well as shooting hawks 
and owls, and suggests the following tbe best method of 
catching them: 

As tbe subject of catching hawks and owls is before tbe 
sportsmen, at the present time, a method is suggested that la 
easily adopted, cheap and very effective. It Is to plant a pole in 
the high open field where it Is easily seen. On tbe top, nail a 
board sufficiently large to accommodate one or two steel traps, 
which should be fastened to the pole by a small chain or a strong 
rope; underneath, hang a dead chicken or other bird or even a 
chicken wing, with the feathers on, and the birds, lighting on tbe 
top, will be easily taken. It Is surprising how many birds of 
prey will be soared by this simple device. The farmers by this 
means, can easily protect their poultry and what is really of more 
yflue to them, the song birds, that are destroyed In great num. 
faers by tbe hawks and owls. 


Summer Woodcock Sbootiko. —A retrospect through our 
columns during the last five years will show how frequently we 
have urged the abolishment of Summer woodcock shooting. 
Such a course has always seemed to ua absolutely necessary, not 
only to save the woodcock from extermination, but also as a pre¬ 
cautionary measure against the slaughter of young ruffed grouse, 
prairie chickens and quails, which, allowing an open season for 
woodcocks during a close season for them, aids and encourages, 
for shooting woodtoeka Is often made a pretext for shooting the 
other birds, especially ruffed grouse, a fact which the following 
extract from the report of the Commissioners of Fisheries and 
Game of Maine corroborates; " Since Summer woodcock shooting 
has been prohibited by law, tbe ruffed grouse have Increased In 
numbers. When It was legal to shoot woodcocks in July and 
August, tbe young grouse were slaughtered In great numbers 
before September 1; every one found in tbe woods with a gun 
and dog being oitenelMj/ there for woodcocks. Fortunately far 
the preservation of tbe grouse, no woodland game can now be 
legally killed before September 1, and be who goes to the woods 
with gun and dog In July and August, becomes an object of 
suspicion, while the sound of a gun It prima/acle evidence of a 
violation of tbe law. We warn sportsmen who may take young 
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dog* out for training, to leave the gun‘at home, If before Sep¬ 
tember 1, lest they incur the odlnm, at least of being suspected, 
of poaching."__ 

A VxLPABLB PiOTUBB.—Our esteemed friend, Capt. Geo. P. 
Borden, of the Fifth Infantry, will accept our thanks for a fine 
cabinet photograph of the noted Sioux chief, Raln-ln-tbe-Face, 
generally known on the frontier as “ the man who killed Gen. 

The picture is by L. A. Huffman, of Fort Keough, 
Montana, where Baln ln-tbe-Face is now conBned as a prisoner, 
so that no doubt can be entertained of its genuineness. 

It represents this redoubtable warrior In his full military dress, 
his war bonnet especially being one of the finest we have ever 
seen. It is gorgeously bedecked with eagle plumes and bead 
work, and from either side of it hang several full-sized ermine 
skins. Altogether, the picture Is a very striking one. Long¬ 
fellow in his poem entitled the "Revenge of Raln-ln-the-Face,” 
thus describes the part taken by this warrior In that memorable 
event on the Little Big Horn;

THE CHICAGO FIELD, 


I find In bis advertisement that " American" Is the name of the 
gun, not of the company, made by himself at Hatfield, Maee. 
On recalling what I aald of the power of these guns. In the 
height of my writing, my statements may seem strained to one 
in cool blood. But I don’t know. Horace saya to his patron, 
that, If he will put hts name among the lyric poete, he will 
“ smite the etara with hie exalted bead;’’ tublimi vertiee. If a 
mere poet, and a little man at that, tor he was small, can do that, 
why cannot a higher class man letdown his goose from bis “dis¬ 
tant flight” and the " crimson skyl" Echo answers—well, not 
why, but sky I To pass from great to small, I have bad great 
discussion, and some profit from a miniature arm which is one of 
the most beautiful pieces of inventlou and work that have come 
from tbe bands of our guumskers. I refer to Stevens’ new 
model pocket rifle, with pocket shot barrel combined. Tbe lat¬ 
ter Is mainly for taxidermal purposes, SDd, It you have a taste 
that way, it Is the-most useful little piece you ever fell In witb. 
With an elghteen-lncb barrel, using tbe forty-four-one-bundred 
central fire rifle cartridge, a dram and a half of powder, and bait 
an ounce of shot, with shot from No. 7 to 13. You can secure 
any specimen up to thirty yards, and almost uniformly In a state 
for preservation. If a rabbit crosses your path, or a ruffed 
grouse struts over the ground, or sits on his log at that distance, 
you have a sure thing, too, on him. For s stroll In the woods In 
the Spring time, when the plumage of birds Is at Its best and 
brightest for setting up, this miniature gun of two pounds 
weight is a real delight; as a change from our ponderous guns 
and mighty charges, It Is an actual pleasure. Often, ss I roam at 
random through the woods on this errand, a sharp-shinned hawk, 
or a red-tall, or Cooper’s or Swainson’s buzzard gives out bis 
scream from a neighboring tree; It Is but a moment to change 
tbe short barrel for the fifteen-inch rifle, and tbe twenty-two-one- 
bundred long cartridge lets him down to the ground with a re¬ 
port that hardly reaches tbe tree, and with a perforation so slight 
that tbe skin Is not harmed In the least. I carry It with me In 
my buggy rides over tbe country, and many a swainson and 
rough-legged falcon on tbe lookout for our grouse or the hapless 
quail, rolls off tbe bay-stacks on the prairies, and never know 
what hurt them. A gentleman from Dubuque, visiting our 
vicinity this Fall, bad attained such precision with his pocket 
rifle that he could clip off the heads of tbe grouse sitting on 
fences, stacks, and trees at tbe outskirts of tbe timber, and 
where they were too far for the head work, he would put the 
pellet through the body, and bad both rare sport and birds un¬ 
harmed tor tbe table. A friend of mine, devoted to collections, 
secures the smallest specimens with the tiny shot barrel, and tbe 
means of getting them adds new zest to his favorite pursuit. My 
attention was first drawn to tbe arm by him, and my desire to 
have one was quickened by a little Incident In Chicago. Taking 
a walk on State street for air, and change from watching 
In a sick room, I passed a shooting gallery. The door was 
open; the rifles were in their rests; the target was 
visible at tbe farther end of tbe hall. I had never tried tbe thing 
myself and the thought came Into my mind whether years had 
dimmed tbe eye and taken from the forefinger the "cunning'’ of 
other days. For in former years, In the Adirondacks and tbe 
Canada forests, I bad had fruitful experience with all game that 
the rifle can secure. But on my prairie home all my shooting tor 
years had been necessarily on the wing. The rifle that was put 
into my hands happened to be a Stevens’ gallery rifle. I fired 
once for aim, and then struck the bell seven times In succession. 
I may be pardoned for gratified feeling, that, though brought to 
glasses for my reading and writing, yet for tbe open air and walks 
In tbe woods I bad tbe sight and nerves of other days. Tbe next 
place I struck was Pribyl’s gun store, sod tbe pocket rifle was 
the first thlog that met my eye. It bore tbe name of tbe well- 
known maker of tbe gallery rifle, and I cannot say how much my 
recent gratiflcallon bad to do with securing one of tbe Utile guns. 
Out of the regular shooting season ft is now a great diversion. 
At a mark, in foul weather, In rambles through the woods. In fine 
weather, In trials of skill witb friends, and almost without 
cost. In all, I would be loth to part with the little gem for 
money. 

Ob, how these beautiful arms of our days carry us back to boy¬ 
hood days, and almost make us wish that we could live them 
over again for the greater enjoyment from perfect guns. Tbe 
black squirrels, passenger pigeons, hawks snd owls In the forests 
of my old Niagara home, the ruffed grouse of tbe river gorge and 
mountain side, which I have often picked off from tbe mossy 
abutments of the old French tramway by which loncalre, Henne¬ 
pin, LaSalle drew up their supplies a century before, and along 
which the good old Charlevoix passed in 1720, and wrote to his 
lady friend In Paris of the very rocks from which I was wont to 
draw In my white and black bass In days a century and a half 
after. My one element of dissatisfaction in tbe memory of those 
days Is tbe Imperfect arms as compared with those of the present, 
and a great element of satisfaction In the lessened game and 
lessened strength of tbe present, Is the perfect equipment In my 
hands to secure what comes before me. 

A word now for our dogs. You write me that the faithful Guy 
has gone to bis rest. Peace to bla ashes. You have memories con¬ 
nected with him that In fresh Incidents of the field and wood 
care displace, and which no gold could buy from you. As the 
gentle, noble creatures go from us, In our hearts they are en¬ 
shrined. For us, 

“ Their Ronnlchrc nor drear decay, 

Nor all deslroyliig Time pliall iinsle. 

This right have they!" 

I am afraid that In the nee of the dog In the field my habits 
have made me heretical. Most of my shooting has been solitary, 
and Is so now. A congenial companion Is not In my way, but 
I do not go out of my way to find him. Living in tbe midst of 
a game region and prevented by circumstances from tak¬ 
ing lengthened trips, as to time and distance, as In 
former days, I drive my mare out to the fields of a 
morning or evening, and have my bunt while I would 
be looking up a friend, snd have my own way while out, Instead 
of having divided councils. Not unsocial, but “ never less alone 
than when alone.” With my dog, never without him. Without 
him the gun in the rack, tbe harp on tbe willows. 

So, you will not wonder that the style of bunting so well told 
by Mr. Whltford In the New-Year number of tbe Cbicago Field, 
has few attractions for me. A buggy load of gunners, a half 
dozen dogs ranging tbe prairie, a getting In and out at every 
stand, with all the motion and noise attendant, all this I can see, 
would have much attraction to those shut up In city or confined 
life, and seeing game and the prairie only once a year. But It 
would have no charms for me. The reverse of It, from above 
causes. So, when Ponto and I take the field, in an early morn¬ 
ing of August or September, It Is for no wagon business on my 
part, and ranging far and wide on his. I drive to my ground, the 
stubble or the com, and my dog and I leave the buggy at the 
same time, and keep together. I break him to range within 
range of my gun, and he long since learned what to look for If 
he went beyond It. I wish to hunt with my dog, and I wish 
him to hunt with me; and we do it. So, In the grass, or up or 
down tbe wind on the stnbble he takes his beat, and to hts limit, 
does It as a gnoatic, regularly across me. Across the wind, he 
does no such thing, hat wide from me toward tbe wind, takes 
hiB line ocroM It He knows full well that the wind will bring 


all scent to him, and that quartering and tbe quarter race gain 
nothing. As tbe snn gets high, and tbe beat Increases, be leaves 
tbe stubble, for I leave it too; the dog as well as the man knows 
that there are no grouse there now. But he knows that along 
the edge of tbe field. Just out in tbe grass, among those resin 
weeds, or a rod or two Inside the corn, the birds have gone for 
shade. Quartering now, and tbe nose high In tbe air are fool¬ 
ishness to him, be knows tricks worth four of them. To lee¬ 
ward of grass, resin weed or corn be steals along, his nose de¬ 
pressed, yes, my gnostic friend, depressed! for, dealing with 
birds that begin life at a run with tbe shell on their back, and 
run ever afterward, sleep on tbe run, for ail I know, your dog 
will soon learn that be finds twenty birds by a trail to one by a 
Bitting scent; and If bis master have sense enough to follow tbe 
dog’s sense in a matter when the dog is the master and tbe gun¬ 
ner only a man, he will see that the wondrous Instinct adapts 
Itself to the case in hand, that tbe dog knows where tbe birds lie 
at this time of day, and bow he Is to find them. The puddling 
snipe and woodcock have their ways; tbe solitary ruffed grouse 
and the tripping quails have theirs; and a good dog will soon 
find those ways. But the pinnated grouse has his, and, ran out 
a the wide prairie, which I do not much affect, wide ranging and 
high style are all lost time, strength and motion. Ponto knows 
It well, and my young Plunket will know It well after him, tbe 
coming season. One thing, all dogs must do, or die! and that Is 
to stand. All training must agree here; all blood, pedigree, 
name, must abide this supreme test. Stand, till you are ready; 
till every bird has started; till every bird Is down; stand, with 
living scent and dying scent steaming in hts nostrils; stand, with 
dying birds flapping under hts eye In the stubble; with 
winged birds trailing off In bis sight; witb the muf¬ 
fled sound of wings from tbe grass; with birds still rising 
from tbe grass; tbe gun still exploding over bis bead: stand till 
all sound ceases and the last bird Is down or gone; though the eye 
strains, bloodshot, and tbe Up quiver and the whole frame, not 
tbe ear, wait tbe word; till your cartridges are In, ami the magic 
word quietly passes your lips," Fetch I” Then the bound; the gisd 
toil of the search—blood scent, now—the proud, fine retriever of 
tbe dead, first, then pursuit of tbe winged, often far off, by this 
time; but, at last, all In, and the present Job done. " /'’iniv coro¬ 
nal opur!" tbe end crowns the work, and the work Is what will 
win the crown. And the poor old dropper will do it, every time! 
Four, five, six Idrds down, once nine, once eleven, and not a 
motion, save to put up some bird that had moved his place from 
the first onset. Yes, friend, put up. put up by the dog. For the 
grouse of our prairies, unlike the quail and the ruffed grouse, 
know that their danger all lies In the air, not on tbe ground; 
from murderous hawk. In ceaseless que.st snd quartering for his 
prey, save from one source, the prairie wolf! All other means 
of destrucMon combined do not sura up tlie total of this foe’s 
ravages. With nose as keen as a setter's, with an appetite that 
is insatiate: prowling by night when tbe poor uruuse sleep, and 
when the dew-laden air carries the scent afar, the swift and the 
prslrle wolf are the main agents set by nature to keep down the 
prodigious lucresse of the grouse in a state of nature, that else 
would burden the earth and fill the air. So, the grouse will not 
rise from you, hut when he finds a nose In the grass near him, 
fairly pushed on him by tbe man, as must be done with a 
staunch dog, he forgets the peril of tbe air In his dire enemy of 
the ground, and launches out of the grass—to meet his fate! 
Then, wbeo the red disc above has become as molten copper, and 
the grouse has snughr the weed/ swales or growing corn, and the 
dog pants, scentless, from the best, and the man feels that the 
heat Is lord to-dsy, then the buggy again; the mare from her 
fresh grass to her own work again, and for all the pleasant ride 
and tbe welcome home. 

That Is my grouse shooting, friend Guido; that Is my breaking, 
and that Is iny dog. No crowd of men, under various styles and 
states of exhilaration to endanger one another In the ride, and 
the getting out and In, and tbe ezcitenient of the telling and the 
mtssing shots, and the good or had conduct of ibedogs; instead 
of this, the quiet, even feeling; the presence with your dog, on 
your feet, and constantly en ropjiort with him; man, dog and gun 
all working together, and the game as a fourth item, conforma¬ 
ble. One of the strongest ballucluatlona that gets airing In tbe 
Chicago Field Is the surprise of so many men from the East— 
and West, too—that a number of dogs, old and young, of un¬ 
deniable strain, and fairly steady on Eastern game, thrown out 
In couples or In mass on a prairie will forget themselves, and 
chase chickens all over creation. It would be a rare thing for 
two fine, well-trained dogs, strangers, to hunt well together, at 
first., and on strange game; It would be an anomaly In all expe¬ 
riences of the field, that a number t igether should be steady; It 
Is a thing simply and reasonably to be looked for that they should 
go Into and revert to original nature, chase for themselves. I 
have noticed that about all tbe bad habits of dogs they have 
learned from men, from the mere brute impulse to run in or to 
range without control, to tbe Btcallng of sheep. I am heartily 
glad that even a dog will not take on from a master Ingratitude 
to friends or the drlnklngof whiskey. 

Good-bye, my friend, and good go with you on your Arkansas 
trip, and on the longer journey of life which we are all treading. 

Should you ever favor our region with a visit, I should take 
pleasure In driving you out to tbe Messrs. Nesbitt’s (Harvard) 
Kennel, lately transferred to this place. .\s handsome a col¬ 
lection of young setters as I have ever seen arc now In their 
bands, from Dash and other noted names. Buone. 

Our Plilladelpliia Lptter. 

PniLADELPBIA, Pa. 

Editor Chicago Field :— Field sports remain In ulntu quo. 
Our river Is still closed with immense fields of Ice, which move 
only In the channel cut by the Ice-boats, and all the coves and 
favorite feeding grounds of the ducks are overed with twelve to 
twenty Inches of Ice. This morning the ferry-lioats plying be¬ 
tween our city and Camden, N. J., were delayed two and three 
hours In crossing, where, In ordinary times, they make the trip In 
about eight minutes. Further up tbe river tbe Ice remains hard 
and fast, and affords fine sport for skaters and Ice-boat sailors. 

Last week, Mr. Fenlniore, of Burlington, N. J., made a run on 
one of his Ice boats from that city to Cooper’s Point, a distance 
of nearly twenty miles, In a few minutes over an hour; the wind 
was light from N. W., and at no time did It blow harder than an 
ordinary eight-mile sailing breeze. 

It was feared that nine-tenths of the quails within a hundred 
miles of our city, Including tbe famous grounds of South Jersey 
and the Delaware peninsula, bad perished; but I received letters 
from two parties last week, one from Delaware and the other 
from Cape May county, N. J , with tbe Information that a num¬ 
ber of birds had been found, which appeared to be doing well. 
In tbe districts near the sea and bay shores, the snow was not so 
deep, and the salt air befog damp and heavy, caused It to melt, 
and the birds did not toffOr to any great extent, as the ground 
soon became cleared so that the bMs could feed. In sections 
further removed from the eoM^ where tbe snow was deeper, and 
frozen Into a bard crust, maoyott^efsnBers scattered grain for the 
birds, and also kept an eye ga-the hawks, which, at this season 
of tbe year, are very rapacious, and bunt, and worry, and kill tbe 
quails all over the country. 
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Now and then a tew canvaa-backa and red-beada, together with 
black-heada, black ducka and aprlgtalla, are ahtpped to ua from 
the open watora of Sonthero Virginia and the North Carolina 
Bounda; but, aa a general thing, they are not of much account, 
aa the beat feeding grounde (the Vallanerla data) are covered with 
Ice, and the ducka are compelled to feed on flah and muaaela, 
which Impart to them a rank, aedgy taate. 

During thla cloae aeaaonour reatleaa aportamen muat have aome- 
tblog to do, Juat to keep them out of mtechlef, and every day wo 
have a aboot. either at glaaa balla or plgeona, by aome of the 
membera of our varloua gun cluba—and there la almoet a legion 
of them. The prominent cluba are the Orion, Paatlme, Quaker 
City, Nimrod, South End, Point Breeze, and about a dozen more, 
whoae namea I do not recollect, and they number aome very line 
abota. The Orion commenced a Borleaof tournaraentaon the Iflth 
of December, 1880, and have had two matcbea every week alnco; 
they dlapoaed of four fine breech-loadera aa prizea, and have othera 
to be ahot for, and on the 32d of February they propoae to have a 
ahoot for $100 In gold, to bo competed for by membera of the 
club only. The money la to be divided Into five prizea: Flrat, 
$40; aecond, $25; third, |20; fourth, |10; fifth, $5. 

At the pigeon ehootlog tournament held In Doxter Park, New 
York, commencing laat Tueaday, Mr. John Brewer, of our Paatlme 
Club, carried off the three flrat prizea; he made a acore of 40 out 
of 41. Thla la the more remarkable on account of the tlea being 
ahot off at twenty-five and twenty-eight yarda; uae of one barrel 
only—no Hurlingham two-shota-at-one-blrd and counting a kill 
by aecond barrel, about thla ahootlng. The ahootlng all through 
the. tournament waa very good, although the weather waa ex¬ 
tremely cold. 

Laat Friday night the exhibition of Homing plgeona, under the 
ausplcea of the Bed Star Pigeon Club, cloaed at Horticultural 
Hall with an auction aale of a number of the blrda, and the an¬ 
nouncement of prizea. The award In each inatance waa a diploma. 
Mr. Wm. Verrlnder, Jr., of Jeraey City, owner of Eaaton, and Mr. 
J. R. lluealn’e Nun, received flrat prizea (being award of oneeach 
to cock and ben). Mr. Verrlnder received flrat long-dlatance 
prize for hla Garfleld, the bird having flown from Indlanapolla to 
Jeraey City, a dlatance of 630 miles. The following are the 
names of some of the birds and the dlatance and time performed; 
T. R. Blchardeon'a, Green Island, N. Y', Young Chief, 128 miles 
In 163 minutes ; a dark blue checker hen, of Wm. Verrlnder, Jr., 
made 160 miles In 350 minutes; John Parker's Beeswing, 90 mllea 
In 103 minutes; John Van OpaUl’s Hero, 343 miles In nine hours; 
a blue checkered ben of Mr. Richards >n's, 1714 miles In 369 min¬ 
utes. The Homing Club, No. 1, of Newark, N. J., received the 
award for the handsomest club collection of birds, and Mr. Wm. 
Verrlnder, Jr., received the award for the largest Individual ex¬ 
hibit and best flying record; hla collection numbered slity-elgbt, 
all flue birds. 

Our yacbtcmen are ehowiug signs of life, although It will be 
some time before they go into active service. The Quaker City 
Yacht Club laat week elected the following officers: Commodore, 
Robert P. Thompson; vice-commodore, Robert 8. Austin; rear- 
commodore, B. F. .Murphy; president, Wm. Post; treasurer, Rob¬ 
ert Baird; secretary, Chas. 8. Salln; aeal. secretary, Wm. E. 
Wise. .Measurer, Captain John C. Vanderellce. Delegatee to 
National Convention: Ex-commodore A. F. Bancroft, Robert 8.

Hawks, and How to Load Buck Shot. 

Adrian, Mich. 

Euitok Chicago Field: —I most fully Indorse the views of 
Mr. H. C.' Glover and Idlewlld In regard to the carnivorous foe 
of our game, which hunts, not for one day only, but makes a 
business of It, 365 days In the year, not letting up for the close 
season, notwlthatandlog the protective enactments, and putting 
In aome over time besides. It la the duty of every aporteman to 
kill at sight every enemy of our game, not slopping to make a 
brilliant shot, but “ poke ’em off a limb," or shoot them at 
the atake, as the chance may offer, resting well assured It la time 
and ammunition well spent. I never fall to carry a few shells 
loaded with heavy shot, expressly for this purpose, and many are 
the hawks, owls, etc., that have come down a peg, to my great 
satisfaction. 

Knowing the general reluctance toward using coarse ahot, and 
believing that, were It deemed safe, all sportsmen would carry a 
few shells, and see that they were evenly dlstiibuttd among the 
heathen, teaching them through fear of extermination, that they 
must learn better manners, I will give my method of loading 
buck shot, which I can vouch for as being perfectly safe. I will 
give It In detail, hoping It will be the means of saving many little 
feathered beauties, and It has often proven an advantage to me 
on larger game. I wish to say I am not writing from books or 
theory, but know whereof I speak, by actual tests. 

As shooting buck shot has always been attended with more or less 
dangerous results, and In a choke bore Is generally conceded to be 
the height of folly, the question arises, why are large shot danger- 
ousl I will try and Illustrate my Idea, by comparison. If we 
take two billiard balls and place them side by side, place the 
cue ball in front of them, and make a " push" shot at the exact 
point of contact of the two object balls, the center, the result 
will be. Instead of driving the two object balls In a parallel 
straightforward course, each will describe a right angled triangle. 

I think this a fair illustration, as shot when poured Into a shell, 
will not lie upon each other, but will Invariably drop Into the 
cavities formed by the preceding ones; they only being held to 
their true course by the gnu barrels, with a pressure equal to 
one-half their projectile force. Now some will argue that this 
pressure can only exist on the outer circle, and therefore one- 
half of the projectile force cannot be expended on the barrels. 
This I will admit to be true, as regards the Interior ones, and If 
the triangular pressure outward was the only resistance to over¬ 
come, we could not lose one-half of the projectile force, as we 
must deduct pro rata for the Interior ones. 

But there Is still a higher resistance to overcome, that of the 
wedge power, the strongest power known to mechanism. For 
example; Take a seven-eighth Inch tube and two one-half 
Inch bullets, and tee how nicely you will get stock In trying to 
push them through with a rod. To convince yourself that this 
Is not only a possibility, but of general occurrence, take a glass 
tube, and pore In BB, or coarser shot, and yon will find they 
create the most perfect wedge power. The cavities will be larger 
when the shot do not exactly chamber, than when the first layer 
lies compactly on the wad. 

Again, a greater proportion of the charge of large shot must 
come In direct contact with the barrels, than of floe shot, aa the 
outer circle of large shot lies nearer the center, leaving only a 
small proportion of the charge In the center encased by the 
outer circle. This I believe to be another obstacle In shooting 
coarse shot, thrown Into the shell promlacnously. The Interior 
shot are, without doubt, the hard hitting ones, as they are not 
mutilated by contact with the batrds, than giving the preference 
to the large bores for penetratloa, (ad I think I am ably sustained 
by the Chioaoo Fiblo’s eskaoBMtw'tMt In 1879. 

In loading shells. It la always MMntlal to use a wad large 
enough to form a perfect air-tight partitiou between the powdw 
and shot. This Is, of course, well known, and needs no com¬ 


ment, and the same rule Is true In shooting buck shot. Put in 
altemstely a layer of shot and a wad. (These wads being the 
same gauge aa the barrel, at least do not use a larger size, and 
one gauge smaller Is better for a choke bore). When the shot 
are to be used In a choke bore, to determine the exact amount of 
shot to be used In each layer, pot a wad about one-half down 
the muzzle of the barrel, and for the beet results be careful and 
select shot that will chamber nicely In the choke. When the 
shells are loaded In this manner the wade give each separate shot 
a square send off In the race out of the barrels, by applying the 
motive power exactly In their rear. Instead of being pushed along 
by a quartering outward pressure against the barrels, equal to 
oUe-half their projectile force, thus according the strain on the 
barrels as the shot traverse their length, and the highly Increased 
pressure at the muzzle. 

It Is some little trouble to load, but it can be facilitated by 
having a dipper of the right size, with a sliding bottom to admit 
only a single layer of the size shot you wish to use. For those 
who will say “ too much trouble," and they do not fear to shoot 
buck shot, I wish to say, try It at long range on a pattern and I 
believe you will never again say " too much trouble.” 

I never spare a hawk If he Is within fair rifle range, and many 
are the envious looks I have received for being the possessor of 
so hard a hitting gun (as they believed). I made them none the 
wiser and 1 should not have written this for the public, were It 
not for the safety of those who wish to use buck shot, and the 
preservation of our game. But I have erred—there Is one hawk 
I would spare, as I believe he Is the means of preserving more 
game (especially during the close season) than any other one 
cause. Ha ne^e no description, as be Is well known on both 
sides of the Atlantic, and well do we all appreciate him—our 
editor—Mo—hawk. Vail. 


Dittmar Powder, 

Council BLorrs, Iowa. 

Editor Chicaqo Field; —I have been much amused and con¬ 
siderably enlightened by the discussion carried on In your valua¬ 
ble paper, relative to Dittmar powder, and from the discussion 
and statements made, have arrived at the conclusion that Ditt¬ 
mar powder Is all right. 

One writer says It does not give penetration equal to black 
powder; another says It Is so all-Bred strong that It bursts bis gun; 
another says that the penetration is good, but the pattern Is bad, 
while another says that It makes too close a pattern for general 
purposes. 

Now, If I add up all of these statements, and divide the pro¬ 
duct by two. It makes Dittmar just what It should be, and a little 
better, because it Is acknowledged by all, that It gives less smoke 
than black powder. 

The question relative to recoil can be settled upon scientific 
principles. Thus: If Dittmar Ignites slowly, and the gas con¬ 
tinues to expand so aa to give the shot the same velocity when It 
leaves the muzzle of the gun, then the penetration will be the 
same as that given by black powder, and the recoil will be less. 
On the other baud. If It Ignites and Is all formed Into gas more 
quickly than black powder, and does not continue to expand so 
as to give the shot the same velocity of black powder, then the 
recoil will be greater and the penetration less. 

The recoil in guns la caused by the suddenness of the applica¬ 
tion of the power required to remove the charge, and the power 
necessary to remove It. This, any one owning an old-muzzle- 
loader can prove, by loading hla gun with the usual charge of 
ahot; I ben take out the breech pin, and place a ramrod against 
the charge and against his shoulder, and push the charge out at 
the muzzle. In this case the pressure against the shoulder will 
be light. Then let him make the barrel fast, and go back ton 
feet and run so as to strike the ramrod with hla shoulder with 
sufflcleDt force to shove the charge out of the muzzle. In this 
case he will very sensibly feel that he has run against something, 
and bruised his shoulder. Hence be will see that It Is not alto¬ 
gether the power applied, but the suddenness with which It is 
applied, which causes the recoil. Therefore, If Dittmar be slow 
to Ignite, and has the power of expansion so as to give the re¬ 
quired velocity at the muzzle. It will give the same penetration 
with less recoil than a powder which ignites at once, and gives 
Its greatest force at the commencement of the removal of the 
charge, without sufficient power of expansion to Increase the 
velocity at the muzzle beyond that given by Dittmar powder. 
Such a powder would give greater recoil, and probably less pene¬ 
tration than the other powder, for the reason that the flrat, by 
increasing expansion waa giving additional velocity to the charge 
when it left the muzzle, while ttie last bad spent Its force at the 
start. 

1 think the Idea that a properly loaded shell which would shoot 
well in the Fall, would burst a gun In the Bprlng is preposterous, 
unless it can be proved that the powder had gained Immense 
strength during the Winter. 

In conclusion, I will say that I have been for the last six 
months using Dittmar powder, and so far I have discovered no 
difference In my shooting from that when I used black powder, 
and I find that the Dittmar gives less smoke, and In that I 
have an advantage is securing a second shot. The only objec¬ 
tion I have to Dittmar Is that It costs more than black powder, 
and makes my sport more expensive. L. W. B. 


My Hunt with Joe,

Editor Chioaoo Field :—Finding a few leisure moments to 
spare, I cannot resist the temptation to drop you a line concern¬ 
ing my childhood days, when first 1 conceived the Idea of be¬ 
coming a Nimrod, like some of my older relations. 

My birthplace on the banks of the Allegheny, near Pitts¬ 
burgh, Fa., then gave to the ardent lover of field sportathe most 
ample opportunity to Indulge In these pursuits. The ruffed 
grouse abounded In the woods and stubbles. Many are the kindly 
thongbts and remembrances of those past days, enjoyed In the 
company of some of the most thorough sportsmen and clever 
shots that ever pulled a trigger, such as Charlie and John Lovett, 
Old Joe Kerr, John L. Ward, Jas. Verner, Walton Woolsey, Nod 
Leager, and a host of others, aome of whom now rest beneath the 
sod, “ peace to their ashes." 

My first gun was a three-dollar single-barrel “ warranted to 
kill at both ends.” 

Then I must have a dog; nothing but a bird dog either, 
would do. I at last procur^ a fine red Irish bitch, christened 
her Blanche, by the way an off name (or a red dog; but Blanche 
proved herself aa spotless as her name, and ^though I have 
owned some of as good dogs as it was possible to get I have 
never yet seen her superior In staunchness and nose. She was not 
broken artistically; did not drop to shot or wing, but would not 
break shot; neither did she retrieve; butallslM was forgotten 
when she straightened out on her birds. 

I remember once a Capt. J. V., who shot over her one day 
on pheasants; she got sixteen successive points without a flush, 
and out of which the Captain knocked over eleven birds. 

I remember a pheasant hunt a friend and myself bad, we 
will call him Joe, on the river hills opposite Leetsdale, on the P,, 
Ft. W, dc C. R. B. Joe bad a bad attack of rheumatism, and as 


a drizzling rain was (alllflg that day he concluded he must take 
bis anti-rheumatic medicine along. It consisted of a quart flask 
of very dark looking liquid, with a peculiar rye-llke smell. When 
we got to our grounds we concluded to separate, and each take a 
side of the hill. Joe had by this time considerably lightened his 
medicine by continued Internal application, and averred that the 
rheumatics had entirely left him. At last we got started and I 
soon flushed a brace of birds of which I got one. I beard Joe’s 
gun every few moments. I thought to myself that be bad ’em 
sure. Finally I increased my bag to Bve birds, and after two 
hours more of climbing np and down the hillside I got two more, 
making my bag all together seven birds. 

1 reached our trystlng place but no Joe was to be seen, al¬ 
though I had heard him shoot a short time before. I waited 
some time and flnally saw Joe coming down the hill; old Bob, 
his dog, looking at him every now and then In utter dismay, aa 
though beseemed to say: " Master Joel I don’t understand 
you." Joe was using bis gun (or a staff now, and taking In a 
burst of slldlng-on-the-cellar-door style of exercise which sud¬ 
denly brought him to a short stop astride of a big stump; then I 
began to think Joe had another attack of rheumatism, so I kindly 
went to bis aid. 

“ What’s the matter, Joel" said I. 

“ Oh, only-hlc-rheum-hlc tlsm. Got ’em-hlc-thls time, sure." 

“Gotwbatl" said I. 

" Got-blc-tbirteen,’’ and sure enough he commenced to dis¬ 
gorge his pockets and there lay before my astonished gaze thir¬ 
teen as tine pheasants as I ever saw. Picking up his gun which 
had rolled down the hill a few yarda, I happened to look at It 
and found the barrels literally full of dents and Bcrstcbes; the 
left barrel at the muzzle almost closed. 

“ Why Joe! what have you been doing with your gun?" 

"Oh-hlc, only bunting a-blc-rat In a stone pile. Wanted it 
(or-blc-Wasbee-Washee-hlc; promised get him one-hic-stone pile, 
couldn’t get him out—whapplng-hlc big one." 

This explained all. Joe had promised to get his " Washee- 
man ’’ some game, and bad seen a rat or something else go Into 
a stone pile and had been using his gun for a crowbar to extri¬ 
cate it for John Chinaman’s benefit. Poor Joe; ho would take 
It and couldn’t help It, and although the finest cover shot I ever 
met, he bad this one falling. With a heart as big almost as his 
body—which was nothing very small—only six feet two Inches 
from the ground up, and 220 pounds when on the scales. 

Joe, after relieving the weight from his game bag, was able to 
get across the river to the station, arriving home about eight 
o’clock, whore we parted to meet again at some future time. 1 
am sorry to say opportunity has never since offered me the pleas¬ 
ure so to do; and yet It has been my one long wish to meet Joe 
on our old stamping ground, and rehearse our little drama.

The Proper Charge for ({uails and Ruffed UroiiBe. 

Linoanoub, Md. 

Editor Chicago Field: —I notice In a New York journal of 
December 30, that a correspondent, signing himself Fields, states 
that out of eighteen rnffed groure that he weighed In 1876, not 
one of them weighed more iban twenty-two ounces, and some of 
them weighed as low down as sixteen and a half to seventeen 
ounces. He seams to think seventeen and eighteen dunces Is 
about the correct standard (or the weight of a full grown pheas¬ 
ant. Fields Is wrong. These eighteen birds that be weighed 
muat have been, and undoubtedly were all young Fall birds, 
which were batched In May, and were not more than six or seven 
months old. Young Fall birds, under a year old, usually weigh 
when In good condition, about these figures, but In a year or 
two when they get older they Increase in weight, and go up as 
high In weight as Is very correctly recorded In “Frank Schley's 
American Partridge and Pheasant Shooting," to one pound six 
to thirteen ounces. 

Fields farther says, "Frank Schley’s book contains a great 
deal of Interesting matter to sportsmen who are fond of shooting 
quails and gwouse.,’’ In this Fields is correct, and I agree with 
him. But a little farther on Fields says: 

“1 do not think Mr. Schley’s advice as to loading and shooting 
as good (or Western shooting as that given by Bogardus. For 
example Mr. Schley recommends for a 12-gauge gun three drams 
of powder and one and one-half ounces of No. 6 shot (or quail 
shooting In December or any other month.” 

No one could give a better and more deadly killing charge 
lor a twelve-gauge gun than three drams of powder and one and 
one-half ounces of No. 6 shot (or quail shooting In December, as 
Is laid down In Mr. Frank Schley’s book. Three drums of pow¬ 
der In a twelve-gauge gun, and one and one-half ounces of No. 6 
shot will kill a December quail as far away as one hundred yards. 
No. 8 or 9 shot would probably only cripple him at that distance, 
even though the gun was charged with more powder and the 
bird would be hit with twice the number of pellets of shot. 

Fields says; “ I don’t think quails or grouse at sixty to eighty 
yards away should be shot at; If bit they will fly away out of sight 
and be lost to the shooter.” Now, In this Fields Is wrong. 1 
have killed many a quail and pheasant over the distance of sixty 
yards and with three drams of powder and No. 6 shot. I have 
broken pheasants* wings as far away as one hundred and fifteen 
steps. I doubt very much whether with much more powder and 
No. 8 or 9 shot I could have cut a feather out of the bird at that 
distance. 

Fields also says ,tbat Mr. Schley’s book states that it Is not 
necessary to bold ahead of birds crossing from thirty up to eighty 
yards. Fields thinks you ought to aim a little ahead at the dis¬ 
tance of twenty-five or thirty yards. In this be Is mistaken, and far 
off the track. It would do well enough fifty years ago, when the guns 
were turned from a flint lock Into a percussion lock,with large drams 
and with flint Iocks,gunB In the hands of blunderers to bold ahead 
of crossing birds to give time (or the powder to hang fire In the 
drums, or for the powder to flash In the pan. But these times 
have passed, and the old by-gone Ideas are fearfully evaporating. 
The weapons we have to-day are perfection, and all a good 
shot has to do now to kill crossing birds. Is to do as It Is laid 
down In Frank Schley’s book: “Catch aim on the bird and poll the 
trigger.” Harry Woodland. 


Ohio Hhoottng Notes. 


Fainesvillb, O. 

Editor Chicago Fibld: —From present Indications I think 
what few coveys of quails we have In tbls locality will pull through 
all right. They have excellent cover near corn fields, and seem 
well prepared to stand any amonnt of severe weather. To be 
sure I do not believe there are over a dozen coveys In the 
county, but from what I can learn they are doing well. I fiushed 
a covey on General Garfield’s farm a few weeks since, and there 
seemed to be as many In the covey aa early In the season. I pre¬ 
sume, however, before the Winter Is over the hawks and owls 
will have well nigh exterminated the entire covey. We have os 
fine a country for quails as could be Imagined. Any amonnt of 
cover Interspersed with wheat, corn and bnckwbeat fields, but in 
the (ace of all this the quails grow scarcer every year. I have not 
hnnted them in several years and I know of no one who does, so

they »re not shot. I never heard of any one trapping them, and 
do not belleye they are trapped. , 

I do not belleye our deep enowe kill them on either. What Is 
the cauael Foiee, owle, hawka, etc., that la where they go; and 
I eameatly belleye that for every quail killed by the gun ten loee 
their Uvea by the above. I know tbla la the way it la hero, and I 
have reason to believe In other parts of the state It la the same. 

Our grouse Just about hold their own with the hawka, etc., and | 
what are killed by the gun. I do not see that they diminish very | 
rapidly They will never be eitermlnated here by the hand of 
man. for they Inhabit the wildest and hardest country to hunt 
over I ever saw, and there are not over throe or four sportsmen at 
this place that are willing to do the work necessary to bag them, 
consequonUy but few: are killed. They are found moat plenty 
along our river bank and In the ravines running Into the same 
where the hemlock, blreh and beech grow thickest. 

We also find the birds reasonably plenty In a large swamp near 
here. I find, however, that the habits of the birds found In the 
swamps are different In many reapecU from those found on the 
bills. Of this I shall write In a future article. I do not believe 
this severe weather will affect them to any extent. I have made 
up my mind to this; “ It Is a cold day when a ruffed grouse gets 
left." A few weeks since a friend and myself bagged several 
one afternoon, and examined their crops. In one we found corn, 
one was filled with thorn or rose berries, a small red berry the 
size of a pea; in another crop we found birch buds, and the fourth 
crop we eramlned contained three very large acorns.

Many of 
them made good bags, even around town, a frequent bag of 
eight to a dozen quails, with four to eight rabbits, being made, 
and I may safely say that Mr. Mllleman has carried off the laurels. 
He Is an ardent and true sportsman, and woe to the bird that 
gets within range of him. He is a member of the Klrtland 
Shooting Club, and through his honesty the club brought so old 
offender to grief. 

On one of Mr. Mllleman's morning walks, while exercising his 
dogs, and while keeping his eye open to pick up a few stray 
woodcocks, be came across a young fellow by the name of 
Margraff, shooting In an open field near some brush. Going over 
to him he asked what be was shooting at, but before getting an 
answer, up gut half a dozen quails and bang went Margraff's gnn, 
and the result was a dead bird. Mr. Mllleman asked him If he 
did not know be was violating the law? He answered, yes; but 
others were shooting them out of season, and be was determined 
to have a little of It himself; and finally tried to persuade Mr. 
.M. to join In and help him shoot the rest. But Mr. M. was not 
willing, and told Margraff that he could wait until the season 
opened. This report Mr. M. brought before the club, and they 
lost no time In prosecuting tbla Margraff. He plead guilty, and 
was fined eight dollars and forty cents. It Is to be hoped he will 
remember the lesson given him. The Klrtland Shooting Club 
has offered a reward of ten dollars for every Individual found 
shooting game out of season, and they have further got a num¬ 
ber of postals printed to caution all that the season Is closed; 
they have distributed and posted them throughout the different 
counties.

A Uniiie Itenlei' on the Protection of Uame. 

Indianapolis, Ind. 

Editor Cuiuaoo Field: —^1 suppose ever since the world was 
made there have been and always will be Individuals who could 
suggest—In their minds—Improvements In existing laws and 
usages. Now I am a game and poultry dealer on a small scale, 
and also a sportsman, and I want to express my thoughts through 
your valuable paper on the subject that la worrying our sports¬ 
men all over the country, viz.: how to prevent our game from 
being exterminated. * 

It is my opinion, backed by experience, that the wholesale 
slaughter of quails does not be^n until after the first snow, for 
where Is the ^t-hunter’s vocation without enow? And I think 
all will agree with me that one persistent pot-hunter will do more 
to exterminate Bob White, than fifty sportsmen. 

Now as a remedy and a protection against this class of hunters 
I would suggest that In the North we have October and Novem¬ 
ber for our shooting Instead of November and December as It Is 
now. 

Take for example the South. Every correspondent you hear 
from reports quails plenty; I mean of course where they have 
good laws to protect game; and they can attribute It to the 
absence of snow. 

As we all know, sportsmen, even If they are market hunters, 
shoot over dogs and on the wing. If they kill twenty to thirty 
birds a day on an average they consider It good sport. But the 
pot-hunter does not shoot over dogs; In fact ho does not shoot at 
all until the enow falls, and then woe to poor Bob White, for be 
will track him up and murder a whole covey at one shot, repeat¬ 
ing this several times during the day. Notice how plenty and 
cheap game Is Just after a enow; It falls just one half In price; 
the market becomes glutted and does no one any good; even the 
dealers lose money, at Iktioui by experience. 8. TI, 8.

Le Sueur, Minn., Jan. 39.—We have had a very severe Win¬ 
ter; the mercury thirty-tour degrees below zero. But I cannot 
learn of any quails having been frozen. They seem to be win¬ 
tering finely In the corn fields, where the shocks are still stand¬ 
ing, and also about the farmers’ sheds and corn cribs. I bought 
thirty live ones In the early part of the Winter of a boy who 
trapped them, and am wintering them without any loss In my 
barn. I shall let them have their liberty early In the Spring, 
and hope to have some good shooting next Fall for my trouble. 

I think the Now-Year number very fine. H. C. 8. 

Lexington, III., Feb. 5.—Qualls here are scarce; the ground 
and everything else Is covered with sleet. Several farmers have 
reported having found coveys frozen before the sleet set In; those 
which survived the cold, will starve In most Instances. We have 
a couple of coveys, which we are trying to pull through by feed¬ 
ing. There Is a lamentable amount of ignorance amongst 
country people regarding the game law, some scarcely knowing 
that such a thing exists. I Intend to keep a copy pasted In ray 
place of business for their benefit. Skip Jack. 

New Philadelphia, O., Jan. 39.—Qualls appear to be Winter¬ 
ing well hereabout Plenty of corn still stands In the fields, 
shocked and unbueked, affording good shelter from severe 
weather. From appearances, and the number of birds left over 
this season, they undoubtedly will be plenty next season; and 
moreover, owing to very unfavorable weather during our open 
seasoo,very few were killed. I hope that our legislature will not 
entirely shutoff our shooting by passing another prohibition law, 
until at least 1883. Feather Filled. 

Sidney, Ohio, Jan. 39.—1 have been making Inquiries of 
many farmers concerning the quails, and have beard of but one 
Instance of quails freezing, and those were found In November, 
and were not more than half grown, and therefore not able to 
stand the first cold snap. The early Winter caught the farmers 
with most of tbeir corn not busked, which gives the quails plenty 
of feed; and while they have plenty to eat they will not freeze. 

OlTUONA. 

Hastinos, Minn., Jan 30.—Poor little Bob White has a 
bard time this Winter, the bitter cold combined with tbe deep 
snow making it a very hard matter for him to exist. The farm¬ 
ers report finding many coveys frozen. Wolves are quite numer¬ 
ous In this vicinity; several scalps have been brought In. I -am 
going to try for them next week with my Winchester.

Atalissa, Iowa, Jan 31.—Contrary to expectations our quails 
are doing first rate and very few of them have been destroyed by 
tbe recent snow and cold weather, as In many localities they 
come to the farmers cribs of corn In flocks of from twenty to 
fifty. The rabbits have suffered the most, but we will probably 
have plenty of them left. Wapsiepinicon. 

Lancaster, Ky., Jan.31.—The quail season closes here to-dsy. 
None have been shot since the first snow fell, and farmers and 
sportsmen think tbe prospect pretty fair for next season. The 
popular opinion among our closest observers here Is that more 
quails have been destroyed by hawks than by gunners and the 
heavy snows combined. W. L. 

Midolebury, Ind., Jan. 31.—We have bad a cold, hard 
Winter here, but I think quails, ruffed grouse and all other game 
have Wintered very well. I have made Inquiries of farmers, and 
find quite a number of coveys of quails were seen last week. There 
are a great many turkeys and grouse left for breeding for this 
year.

A Rattling Fox Cbafie. 

Nashville, Tenn. 

Editor Chicago Field :—Any man who will deliberately shoot 
a fox. Is, In my bumble opinion, no sportsman; claiming as I do, 
that to hunt the wily Seynard as we do down South and In 
England, is the most exciting and exhilarating of our sports, 
besides requiring greater plaek and judgment than any other. 
To enter upon one of these chases. Is like going out to battle; no 
one knows bow he will come out. The grandest bunt I ever 
took part In, was down In the Colin, Trigg County, Ky., a few 
years ago. George 8. Wharton and tbe Hillmans are noted for 
their raagnlScent pack of hounds, and as the estate of the latter 
consists of 50,000 acres of wild lands, all kinds of game are 
abundant, foxes In particular. Matt McKinney, the most 
thorough sportsman I ever met, and a kinsman of mine, furnished 
me iiltb a mount, and formed one of the party. As Is the cus¬ 
tom In this part of the country, we made a very early start; tbe 
moon was shining as bright as day, as George Wharton blew bis 
horn at Matt's gate; be was followed by some fifteen couple of 
as fine bounds as ever opened after game. Most of them were 
of tbe English breed, though I noticed one solitary, long-bodled, 
bow-legged beagle, with ears nearly touching the ground. I 
asked Matt and Joel how was It that such a creature should be 
allowed to accompany those other fine dogs? He laughed and 
said, “That Is the grandest bound in America; we all call him 
Akers, and his voice Is as well known In Trigg county as your 
face la In Nashville; and just as soon as you bear him cry, 
remember his voice, and follow him; heedless of all others, and 
If you can keep up with him, you’ll get the brush to a moral cer¬ 
tainty." I then took a look at my horse; a powerful horse, 
Joel’s old Grey Eagle, apparently up to my weight, and as high 
strung as a thoroughbred. 

Foxes, like Methodist preachers, having a decided fondness for 
yellow-legged chickens, and are ordinarily found at that early 
hour, lurking about some hen rooet, watching an opportunity to 
bag a dainty morsel for breakfast, so we headed for the bluff on 
the river. The dogs were trained to remain perfectly quiet while 
In Ueuh so as not to frighten tbe fox. If close by, but the moment 
tbe slips were removed, I never listened to such a chorus In my 
life; every one of them seemed Intent upon finding scent. Round 
and round they rushed, among the thickets and weeds, then over 
the fence Inclosing a field, but no tracks were found. 

Bald I to Matt, “ Has Akers got to work yet?” 

" To be sure, there he goes now, with bead down and his tall 
almost dragging the groond; he never speaks nnless be means 
bostness.” 
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On our right and distant perhaps fifty yards was a piece of 
woodland, and from that direction, In a few minutes, came a 
long, deep bowl, as though tbe perpetrator of It was Invoking the 
goddess Diana to favor bis undertaking. 

“That’s old Akers," cried Matt and Joel; “mark him, George, 
and mind what 1 say, follow him as long as your nag will hold up 
under you; you needn't be afraid of getting lost, we’ll find you 
If you do.” 

The other dogs scampered off after the beagle, and we after 
them, but In leas than a quarter of a mile the cry of the pack 
ceased, and we pulled up. The moon was nearly down, and In 
the woods tbe Interim between then and day the darkness shut 
the dogs out from view; but Akers opened again louder than ever, 
and was away this time for good, and tbe pack In full cry with 
him; such music as their voices made, echoed and re-echoed as 
they were among tbe hills, thrilled through my veins like spark¬ 
ling wine; cares, fear and trouble were forgotten, and but one 
Idea was left—to follow Akers. 

The country was not very rough, though tbe undergrowth,fallen 
timber and occasional gullies kept mo constantly on tbe lookout. 
1 at first thought that we were on the track of a red fox from the 
straight run he made; but after running him about an hour, 1 
changed my opinion, as he now began doubling and dodging over 
so small a piece of ground that I pulled up to let my horse take 
wind. It was now broad dayllgbt,aDd I noticed that several of tbe 
nelghboiingfarmers had come out to join the chase; one of them 
an old man with grey hairs, remarked that for upward of fifty 
years be never let a pack of bounds pass or a dauce to take place 
near his house without taking a band, and that be made ‘ jess as 
good craps as anybody.” 

Again Reynard started in a bee-line and of all the raeing I ever 
saw, this beat It; up bill and down, now over a fence, or fording 
a creek, through briers and saplings, teirlng my clothes until I 
was nearly In a state of nature; but on we went. Being better 
mounted than they I soon left my companions behind and was 
congratulating myself that bodily I bad so far fared well, when 
zip, something struck me on tbe forehead' away went my wool 
bat carrying with it a scratch which 1 wore In those days. I could 
not stop, however (tbe horse would not, I should say). I found 
I was gaining on the dogs, and that was satisfaction 
enough. How far we had run I do not know ; my horse 
was beginning to show fatigue, and yet I had not 
caught tbe fox. In a few mluutes more wo emerged 
from the woods, and I could see the doge, crossing a 
plowed field just ahead of me. 1 had to pass a little farm¬ 
house, and tbe way the women standing In tbe door hallooed and 
laughed at me, was a caution. One girl said: “ Come In here. 
Mister, and I’ll lend you a pair of dad’s breeches." I paid no 
attenllon to them, but urged on my jaded steed until we struck 
the above mentioned field, here he let down. What was I to do? 
Fortunately I saw “Hancock" plowing. Said I: "Let’s swop 
horses, and I’ll give you |5to boot." “Good enough,” said he, 
and I changed my saddle onto, not a horse, but a mule. I had 
never ridden one before, yet I determined to follow Akers 
aud Geo. Wharton If it cost me my neck. Again In the saddle, 
I started afresh. On I went as fast as his donkeyship would go. 
The young plowman took the fever also, and behind me he 
came, the collar and traces of his harness jingling like sleigh- 
bells. 

“Daddy’ll raise old Cain about my swopping the mule," said 
be, “so I'd jess as well take iu the bunt and let one raising do 
for both." As soon as be came up my mule struck a livelier 
pace, aud all was going well, but the cry of the bounds was get¬ 
ting weaker: In fact, one or two had dropped out, beat like my 
horse. 

On and on we went, overtaking some more of tbe pack, until 
finally none was left but Akers, and we seemed not more than a 
half mile behind him, he would bark, give a long yelp, and 
Iben be quiet for a few minutes. Tbe plow boy said in his whole 
knowing of that hound he never heard him speak that way be¬ 
fore ; there must be something up with him sure. 

We had just descended a very steep hill Into a narrow gorge 
through which a brook rippled its crystal-Ilke water, and where 
the mule would stop to drink. Here I saw a sight that some 
reader of tbis may question, but It Is nevertheless so. Old Akers 
gave a cry similar to tbe one made on finding scent In the morn¬ 
ing. I looked for him, as tbe sound was so close by; and there 
he was tugging up tbe bill opposite to me, going In slow trot, and 
tbe (ox, with his tall dragging the earth not more than twenty 
yards In front of him, as tired as the dog. I cheered and hur¬ 
rahed, which stimulated old Akers to one more effort, which 
ended in bis catching Reynard and I getting the brush. I then 
turned back with tbe plowman (tbe dog following) to tbe bouse 
where the women laughed at me, borrowed tbe old man’s 
breeches, staid all night, and next morning mounted my rested 
horse and rode back to old Matt's, after a ride unsurpassed by 
John Gilpin’s. Gso. F. Arbr.s. 


A Fox Hunt in Kansas. —Galena, Kan.— Editor Chicago 
Eield;—A few days ago the “ Galena Fox Hunting Club " assem¬ 
bled In full force upon the banks of Turkey creek, numbering 
about fifteen horsemen and as many afoot, with ten well-bred 
foxhounds, determined to hunt down a sly old Reynard which 
they bad chased several times before. Wm. Beller was Installed 
“ master of the hounds,’’ .Mr. Vandiver, who owns the hounds, 
“ chief huntsman,” and Jack Weaver, “wblpper-ln." About 9 
a. m. tbe old fox broke cover near the mouth nf Turkey creek, 
about five miles northeast of Empire, and took to tbe ridges and 
bluffs In a southwesterly course, with tbe hounds and huntsmen In 
full hue and cry. Tally ho. Tally ho, until he came to a thicket of 
Impenetrable underwood, where the bounds lost scent. After 
beating him out of the brush be made for tbe open prairie, ran 
three miles south and again circled for tbe brush, finally being 
chased Inside the corporate limits of Empire, where he was lost In 
the darkness of approaching night.

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John Jauirs Audubon.

Editob CniCAOO Field:— In examining a lot of old hooks 
contained In the line library of Ur. E. S. Holmes, president of 
the Michigan State Sportsmen's .tssoclatlon, I discovered the 
following article In a weekly journal, printed In ISSl, the author, 
Park Goodwin. Of the subject and the character of the biograph¬ 
ical sketch, let It speak for Itself. There may be a few readers 
of the ChU'aoo Field who know hut little of this great man; 
should a few enjoy reading It 1 shall be more than repaid for the 
copying. 

“ A few years ago there arrived at the hotel, erected near 
Niagara Falls, an odd-looklog man, whose appearance was quite 
In contrast with that of the crowds of well-dressed and polished 
Bgures which adorned that celebrated resort. He seemed just to 
have sprung from the woods. His dress, which was made of 
leather, stood dreadfully In need of repair. A worn-out blanket, 
that might have served for a bed, was buckled to his shoulders; 
a large knife hung on one side, balanced by a rusty tin box on 
the other, and his beard, uncropped, fell down upon his bosom as If 
to counterpoise the weight of black hair locks that supported them¬ 
selves upon hla back and shoulders. This strange being—to the 
spectators seemingly half-civilized and half savage—bad a quick, 
glancing eye, an elastic, firm movement, and a sharp face that 
seemed able to cut Its way through the cane brakes both of 
society and of the wilderness. He pushed his steps into the sit¬ 
ting-room, unstrapped his little hurden quietly, looked around 
for the landlord, and then modestly asked for breakfast. The 
host at first drew back with evident repugnance at the apparition 
which thus proposed to intrude Its uncouth form among the gen¬ 
teel visitors; but a word whispered In his ear speedily satisfied 
bis doubts. The stranger took his place among the company, 
some staring, some shrugging, and some even laughing outright. 
Yet It has turned out that there was more In that single man than 
In all the rest of the throng. He called himself an American 
woodsman; be was a true, genuine .sou of nature, yet one who 
had been entertained with distincllou at the table of princes; 
learned societies, to which the like of Cuvier belonged, had been 
proud to welcome his entrance; in short, he wa.s one whose fame 
had been growing brighter, while the fashionables who laughed 
at him, and many much greater than they, have utterly perished. 
From every hill top, and every deep, shady grove, the birds 
those living blossoms of the air’-wlll sing his name. The 
little w ren will pipe It with her matin hymn about our houses: 
the oriole carol It from the slender grasses of the meadows; the 
turtle-dove roll It through the secret forests; the many voiced 
mocking-bird pour It along the evening air; and the Imperial, the 
bird of Washington, as he sits in his craggy home, far up the blue 
mountains, w ill scream It to the tempests and the stars. He was 
John James Audubon, the ornithologist. 

"Mr. Audubon was horn about ITSO, In the state of Louisiana, 
not Jn Fentisylvanla, as has been many times stated. jlls par¬ 
ents, who were French, were of that happy nature which dis¬ 
posed them to encourage the early Indications of talent in the 
minds of their children. They soon perceived in the subject of 
these remarks that love of the woods and fields, which has since 
made him so conspicuous among men. » * * * In his six¬ 

teenth year, that is about 1790, he went to France to pursue bis 
education. He received lessons lu drawing from the celebrated 
David. ♦ ♦ * * He returned home the following year with 
a kindled ardor for the woods, and commenced a collection of 
designs destined shortly to swell Into that magnilleent series of 
volumes which the world has applauded as the ‘Birds of Amer¬ 
ica.' They were begun on a plantation which his father had 
given him, situated on the banks of the Schuylkill. * * * * 

There, from the first faint streaks of day until late in the even¬ 
ing, wet with dew, and ladcned with feathered captives, be re¬ 
turned to the quiet enjoyment of the fireside, a a # w jje 
married, and was fortunate In marrying a lady who. In vicissitude, 
has animated his courage, and lu prosperity appreciated the 
grounds and measure of his success. For many years Ihe neces¬ 
sities of life drove him Into commercial pursuits, which Involved 
him In a series of calamities. His mind was so filled with nature 
that all hla speculations proved unprofitable; he was compelled to 
struggle against the wishes of all his friends-cicepthls wife snd 
children, to their lasting honor be It said- who strove to wean him 
from pursuits which, lu the world's eye, are so barren and un¬ 
productive. But their Importunities had an effect directly con¬ 
trary to what they Intended. Irritated beyond endurance, he 
broke at last through all bonds, and gave himself up entirely to 
his favorite pursuits. He undertook long and tedious journeys; 
be ransacked the woods, the lakes, the prairies, snd the shores of 
the Atlantic. He spent years away from his family. ‘ Yet will 
you believe it,’ said he, ‘ I had no other object lu view than sim¬ 
ply to enjoy the sight of nature. Never for a moment did I con¬ 
ceive the hope of becoming, In any degree, useful to my kind, 
until I accidentally formed an acquaintance with Prince Luclen 
Bonaparte, at Philadelphia, to which I bad gone with a view to 
proceeding eastward along the coast.' This was the 5th of April, 
1824.” \V. H. Holabird.

The following Interesting scrap of history regarding Audubon, 
we clip from a recent Issue of the New York Ifn-ald: 

A sale In Tarrytown, recently, of the residuary paintings of the 
late Robert Havell, naturally recalls the name of America's great¬ 
est ornithologist, John James Audubon, with whom the former 
was for many years so closely associated. The extent of Mr. 
Havell's contribution to the fame and fortune of the eminent nat¬ 
uralist has perhaps not been generally understood. It was bis 
Intuitive courage, no less than bis akill as an engraver, that se¬ 
cured to the world the admirable portraits of the “Birds of Amer¬ 
ica.” For be It remembered that Audubon had already failed to 
engage a publisher; after canvassing the United States and Great 
Britain ; nor would France, If we may judge by bis experience 
there, have proved a better friend. It was the magnitude of the 
undertaking which led the principal bouses of London and Edin¬ 
burgh to turn a deaf ear to bis en treaties. The whole work would 
Involve an estimated expense of more than {100,900, and many 
more than 100 subscribers, allowing for reasonable defections, 
would therefore be needed to give reasonable assurance of suc¬ 
cess. And, consldeKug that the cost to each subscriber would be 
about {1,000. only public Institutions and a few of the wealthy 
could be looked ’.o for aid. 

The firm of R. Havell & Son, at the time they agreed to pub¬ 
lish the drawings of Mr. Audubon’s "Birds,” was neither wealthy 
nor widely known. Hence, in view of all the circumstances, Mr. 
Robert Havell, the junior member of the concern, assumed a re- 
spoosibllity whicb entitles him to the highest credit. The en¬ 
graving was done on copper by skilled workmen, Mr. Havell per¬ 
sonally executing the finer portions, and applying the shadings by 
the aquatinta process, involving severe and disagreeable labor. 
His brother superintended the coloring of the Impressions, which 


required the services of fifty-two persons. At the outset there 
were 435 drawings, but Mr. Audubon added to the number In 
subsequent visits to the country. After Ihe contract was made, 
Mr. Audubon insisted on taking up his abode with Mr. Havell’s 
family for a time. In order, as he said, to bo near the work. Of 
course many eminent man called to see him there now and then. 
In not a few cases doubtless drawn by mere curiosity. 

AFl'KCTATION OF ODIlITV. 

Having aeen. Immediately upon his arrival In England, that an 
affectation of oddity had much to do In making a lion of him, he 
retained for a period his half trapper's garb, and allowed bis 
Samsoniau locks to float gracefully upon hla shoulders. On this 
subject, while in Edinburgh, he dlseourses as follows in bis jour¬ 
nal; " I wear my hair as lung as ueual. I believe It does as much 
for me ns my paintings. A stranger lately accosted me lu the 
street and suggested that If 1 would paint an Osage Indian hunt¬ 
ing wild turkeys, it would take with the public and increase my 
reputation. No doubt It would, for whatever is most strange Is 
most taking now; but so long as my hair floats over my shoulders 
I shall probably attract attention enqugh, and If It were hung to 
my hecia It would attract more.’’ 

When about leaving Edinburgh for London, he, at the Instance 
chiefly of Captain Basil Hall, regretfully sheared his mighty lucks 
and conformed more to the attire of an English gentleman; though 
subsequently he resumed the rolr lu harmony with the title he 
had previously acquired of the "American Woodsman." As ad¬ 
vised, be was accustomed when going from home to leave behind 
bis watch and all valuables save a small sum of money. On one 
occasion be accompanied Mr. Havell to the theater, and while 
they were delayed for a few moments at the box office were jostled 
and stared at by a crowd doubtless attracted by the former's 
strongly American aspect. Mr. Audubon, possibly suspecting 
the presence of the genus pickpocket, slapped his bands agsiost 
bis sides and exclaimed lu a loud tone, "Gentlemen, I have left 
my watch and money at home,” and went on making quite a 
little speech, to the amazement of the crowd. One of the con¬ 
spicuous features of Mr. Audubon's career Is that relating to his 
tlnaucial experience. He was, as a rule, impecunious, or lived 
from hand to mouth up to the time when the puhllcstlon of his 
great work began to furnish a substanllsl Income. Supplied with 
a snug capital In early life by his father, be finally exhausted it in 
a series of commercial ventures: because, while nominally en¬ 
gaged In trade, he was practically giving bis time to ornithology. 
Struggling to support bis family and add to his drawings, he 
traveled al<out the country, paying bis way by painting portraits, 
stuffing birds and animals, and teaching music, French, drawlnc, 
and fencing. Once he painted the interior of a steamboat. 
Finally arriving at the end of his purse and at New Orleans 
simultaneously be was enabled, by a happy stroke in organizing 
a dancing claas in the vicinity of Bayou Sara, and by the contri¬ 
butions of his wife from teaching, to seek in the Old World a 
market for the contents of bis portfolio. 

EXPERIENCES IN ENOLANl). 

Arrived In England bis small capital soon vanished, .and he 
was compelled to give exhibitions of his drawings and make cop¬ 
ies of the same, to meet personal expenses. Some of bis experi¬ 
ence In this line, as related in his journal. Is characteristic and 
almost ludicrous. While In London he wrote as follows: “At 
that time I painted all day, and sold my work during the dusky 
hours of evening, as I n'alked through the Strand and other streets 
where the Jews reigned; popping In or out of Jew shops or any 
others, and never refusing the offers made me for the pictures I 
carried fresh from the easel." 

But this mode of sale was only alast resort when noble patrons 
were scarce. Speaking of " noble patrons" recalls an incident 
in which "Gentleman George" figures in .Mr. Audubon’s jour¬ 
nal. Wishing to present the king with a specimen of his work 
entitled "English Pheasants Surprised by s Spanish Oog,” he in¬ 
vited Sir Thomas Lawrence, the eminent portrait painter, to view 
the picture, and tender advice In Ihe premises. Sir Thomas, after 
Inspecting the canvas, approached the naturalist and tapping him 
on the shoulder, said: " Mr. Audubon that picture Is too good to 
be given away; His Majesty would accept It, but you never would 
be benefited by the gift more than receiving a letter from bis 
private secre'tary saying that it had been placed In bis collection. 
This picture is worth SOU guineas; sell it., and do not give it 
away.” I thanked him, exhibited the picture, refused 300 
guineas for It soon after, kept It several years, and at last sold 
it for 100 guineas. 

Mr. Havell's fund of anecdote, derived from his intercourse 
with the " Woodsman,” Included the following characteristic In¬ 
cident:—It will be recollected that Mr. Audubon presented to 
science a new member of the eagle family, which he denominated 
the “ Bird of Washington.” It bears a strong resemblance to the 
sea eagle of Llnnxus; and should, he contends, have been 
selected for our national emblem, being more imposing in size, 
and having more noble traits than the bald or white-headed 
eagle. On the occasion of one of his visits to the United States, 
while the publication of the "BIrdsof America "was In progress, 
Mr. Audubon secured and carried with him to London, a fine 
specimen of the Falco wathinglonii, which he conveyed to Mr. 
Havell's residence tor the Inspection of bis numerous friends. 
Arriving late in the evening, the noble bird was, for convenience, 
given quarters In the dining room, where he was Ignobly chained 
to a leg of the dining table. In the bustle and excitement at- 
teodingtbe unexpected coming of the "American woodsman,” 
from abroad, hts feathered companion was sent to bed sapperless. 
The " Bird of Washington " resented this gross Indignity, and 
vindicated bis claim to represent our nationality by mounting 
the mahogany table during the night and opening a spacious hole 
through Its top with bis bosk. Some time later, the valuable 
bird having suddenly died, Mr. Audubon decided to transfer him 
to canvas, in a sitting attitude on the brow of a cliff, bolding a 
lamb In bis talons. He accordingly procured allvlnglamb, which 
he found means to deprive of life la bis studio unknowu to the 
household. About the time the picture was finished be received 
a chance call from a fashionable anbleman, and had scant time 
to hustle the dead lamb behind some furniture. The animal hav¬ 
ing been kept In the room for the previous two or throe days had 
Imparted to its atmosphere a perceptible aroma. The visitor, on 
being Invited to examine the painting, did so with much care, ex¬ 
pressing admiration for the work In general, and especially for 
that part of it representing the prey of the majestic bird, “ For," 
said he, "my dear fellow. It not only looks like a Iamb, but it 
smells like one." 

BEALTHT BABITS. 

Some of Audubon's dally habits while In Europe, and especi¬ 
ally while sojourning with Mr. Havell's family, were much like 
those be had formed during his free life In the forest. Among 
them was a practice of early retiring. He usually rose at daybreak, 
and often Instated on Mr. Havell taking with him a vigorous walk 
at that early hour. To use his own phrase, “ be went to bed with 
the birds," and before doing so would say to Mrs. Havell, " Lee- 
tle lady, give me ray grog.” He drank no tea or coffee, and in¬ 
dulged in a mild preparation of ardent spirits only before going 
to roost. From the time he began to get subscriptions to bis 
great work he often felt a cold chill run down his back on bear¬ 
ing that this and that patron, for ohe cause and another, bad 


withdrawn from the Hat. As each name cancelled meant the 
subtraction of a cool thousand from his publishing fund, it Is easy 
to fancy his intermittent alarm. The announcement of a con¬ 
siderable number of such defections, however, always sent him on 
drumming tours through the provinces or elsewhere, generally 
ending with good success. The great commercial depression of 
1837-3 wrought havoc with the subscription list of the “ Birds of 
America," more especially In this country—the number of per¬ 
sons subscribing being reduced fully one-half. Mr. Audubon’s 
sous, who were his collecting agents here, suffered In the wide¬ 
spread wreck of business, whereby the great work now approach¬ 
ing completion was threatened with serious embarraesmeut. 
Happily no Interruption took place; but In 1841 Mr. Havell, find¬ 
ing a considerable balance due biro from ,Mr. Audubon, then liv¬ 
ing on this side of the water, made a combined hualncss and pleas¬ 
ure trip to the United States In company with bis family. Arriv¬ 
ing here In the beginning of Autumn, he spent a short time with 
the Audubon people, whose residence was then in White street, 
New York city; but his time was constantly occupied lu visiting 
points of interest about the country, generally with his wife and 
daughter, viewing and sketching. 

It was no part of .Mr. Havell's original purpose to settle in this 
country, and the determioatlon to do so was mainly due to chance. 
It happened In this way. Meeting two residents of the village of 
Sing Sing in a stage coach near White Plains, be was induced to 
visit the former place on the assurance of its attractions for 
sketching. There, while walking along the Albany turnpike, 
about a mile north of the village, he observed a small gathering 
of people, and was told that a “ vendue " of laud was just com¬ 
mencing. Drawing near, he was struck with the seemingly ridic¬ 
ulously low prices offered, and the way the sale was dragging; so, 
In order to make things a little more lively, but without dream¬ 
ing of a purchase, be “ put In a bid " and went about hla busi¬ 
ness. Hardly fifty yards away he was tapped on the shoulder and 
informed that he was the lucky owner of about three acres of 
wbat proved to be mainly an elevated wooded knoll. Though 
the announcement caused him some consternation, be decided, 
after a subsequent talk with his family, to erect a dwelling on the 
spot and make It his future abode. He accordingly soon returned 
to Eneland, settled up hla business there, and was back again In 
the Spring of 1843, ready to occupy his Sing Sing villa, then fully 
completed, where be resided many years, and until bis removal to 
Tarrytown, twenty years before his death, which happened about 
two years ago, at the age of eighty-five. Pleasantjrelatlons con¬ 
tinued to exist between Mr. Audubon and the Havell family as 
long as tbe former lived. And it is only due to the famous nat¬ 
uralist to say that he eventually satisfied all of Mr. Havell’s 
claims, and was ever esteemed by him as thoroughly honest In al 
his dealings. 


The Mefisinii Quail. 


Portland, Me. 

Editor Chicaoo Field:— June 10, 1880, I assisted In liberat¬ 
ing one hundred of the migratory Messina quails. June 13, the 
gentleman on whose farm we liberated a number, and who assisted 
in letting them out, found a nest, from which he accidentally 
flushed the quail, containing three eggs, which goes to show they 
were ready to breed as soon as set at liberty. This one’s nest 
was in tbe margin of a clump of briers and bushes, ou a side 
hill near the orchard and farm buildings. The quails were heard 
morning and evening until August 10, after wbich they were 
silent. September 14 la tbe latest date I learn of any having 
been seen. 

I am Informed some of our sportsmen, who own crack dogs, 
gave tbe quails a trial this Fall. It Is reported one gentleman 
followed his setter a half day from point to point without being 
able to flush a bird. How are we to get them luto the air if they 
run faster than our dogs! Get a Gladstone, did you say! 

Tbe quails have been the subject of many ludicrous mistakes 
this Summer, and no granger dares to shoot a yellow-hammer, 
plover, sandpiper, woodcock, snipe, or hardly any other bird ex¬ 
cepting, perhaps, hawks and crows, ivhich they know, for fear of 
killing a quail. One man said: “'Those quails you Imported are 
devilish fighters, aren’t theyl Two pf them came Into my barn, 
tore down all tbe swallows’ nests and killed the oM swallows.” 
These depredators were undoubtedly a pair of shrikes. Another 
man said be saw as many as a dozen feeding among tbe reeds 
along the shore of the pond. Probably these would turn out to 
be spotted sandpipers (Tlp-nps). 

Very few accustomed to bunting woodcocks and snipes know 
these birds. I recently asked a man while on one of my wander¬ 
ing irlpa. If there were any woodcocks or snlpea In his section. 

"What do they look llkel " was his interrogative. “Snipe 
have a long bill, short tall, and are reddish brown, with black 
markings.” " Oh yes! there's lots of them here, but we call 
them cranes." “ How about woodcocks! They have a still 
longer bill, hob-tailed, and in color are varied, above black, brown, 
gray and russet, below warm brown and reddish." "They are very 
plenty,” be replied, “kind of yellow under their wings, have a 
red patch on their heads, and white tails,” meaning yellow bam- 
raers or golden woodpeckers. Frank Hensbaw. 


Notes. 

Tbe Hawks. —The war against the hawks promises to be waged 
with unrelenting determination. Mesars. Jas. A. Carson, P.jVI., 
and Paul A. Huston and Julius J. Edwards, farmers, of Plessant 
Run, Ohio, have addressed the following to the Cineitinnii Com- 
nurcial! “ We would respectfully call tbe attention of tbe Cincin¬ 
nati Cuvier Club to tbe fact that. Instead of having another law 
passed protecting the quails from tbe hunters. If they would use 
their Influence to have tbe legislature put a reward of one dollar 
on the head of each hawk killed, the quails would Increase In 
spite of all tbe sportsmen In the land. We know of whole coveys 
that were exterminated this Winter by hawks.” 

Kelley’s Corners, Mich., Jan. 34.— There are several farm¬ 
ers who are wintering meadow larks In their harn yards; a cir- 
curoetance, they say, they have never seen nor heard of before. 
I have seen several myself this Winter. I have three mourning 
doves which have wintered around my barn and eaten with tbe 
hogs. N. O.

Fish-Caltnre In Maine. 

From the very Intelligent and Interesting report of the comrols- 
sloners of Fisheries and Game of Maine, Messrs. E. M. Stillwell 
and Everett Smith, we make the following extracts, showing how 
much has been done In the culture of fish, and consequently In 
Increasing the wealth of the state hy increasing the supply of 
food; 

"The result of our year’s operations is of a most satisfactory 
character. We have been enabled to accomplish an unusual 
amount of Important work. Four very large and Important 
fish-ways have been built on tbe Penobscot and Its tributary 
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brancb, the MattawamkeaK river, by which, and aomo minor Im- 
provementa between Veazle and Oldtown In the blaallng of rocka, 
the Penobacut Is rendered acceaelble to shad and alewives, and tbe 
Mattawamkeag to all migratory llsbea as far as Danfortb. On 
tbe Kennebec two Important llshwaya have been built, one at 
Augusta and one iit Watervllle. On the Androscoggin one very 
Important llsb-way has been built over tbe lower dam at Bruns¬ 
wick, and such repairs and alterations made on the one above, 
as we hope will render the Androscoggin accessible to salmon as 
far as Lisbon Falls. We append a cutting from a Brunswick 
paper, as showing the value and Importance of tbe work there: 

** ‘Scvcrnl cU-ad salmon huvc lloalvd anlioru above the lower dam. As 
tlieru Is no wttUT rtiuiilng in ihe dsb-way of the upper dam, they were 
rohably killed by trying (o oauenrl tile nppi-r I'alU. No salmon have 
eeu seen above ilie rails prevlonsly, slmu] tbe ereetluti of tbe dam a 
bundred years since.’ 

‘'Seven hundred thousand (700,000) young shad, presented by 
U. ^ Cornmlsaiouer Baird, were distributed in tbe Kennebec and 
Penobscot rivers. A like number is promised us for 1.S8I. A 
large number of alewives has been carried hy your commission¬ 
ers and deposited In Cold Stream pond, at Enlleld on tbe Penob¬ 
scot, and In Sebsgo lake, ^ source of the Presurapscot river. 
Monstrous si hools of youni^sh have been observed migrating 
to the ocean from both these sources, to returu and add to the 
food resources of the state. 

“One half million of tbe ova of the white-fish of Michigan have 
been presented us by U. S. Commlsslouer Baird, our great state 
benefactor, and will be consigned by us to Kangely waters. 

“It must always be borne Id mind that the coinmissloiiers of 
fisheries and game have do more to do with the sporting side of 
fish and game, than farmers. Our duties are tbe production of 
food; to show that we can plant an acre of water and produce 
as much food as from au acre of well-tilled and cultured wheat. 
Tbe harvesting of tbe crop may be sport or work, according to 
tbe means, or necessities, or taste of the reaper. 

“We claim that tbe eslabllsbment of tbe department of fisher¬ 
ies In tbe Slate of Maine, has resulted In the largest Influx of 
travel In 1880, that has ever visited tbe state. For the Impor¬ 
tance of this travel. Its gold-bearing results as compared to our 
mines, and to our other Industrial resources,we must refer you to 
our hotel keepers and our railroad Buperlntendents. 

“Tbe run of salmoo on tbe Penobscot for 1879,wa8 of unusual 
amount. It was estimated to be larger than for many years. We 
did not anticipate so large a run for 1880, as hitherto it has been 
the opinion of fisbexmen that these large runs aliecnate', but to 
our pleasing surprise, tbe run this year has been larger than In 
167S, and what rendered it of enhanced value, was that It was un¬ 
usually early In the Spring that tbe fish commenced returning to 
our river. This year baa been marked as one of very gieatscarcity 
of salmon In the Dominion of Canada; Ihoae that appeared were 
at an unusually late period. We hope further experience will 
sustain our present opinion, that a yearly planting of salmon fry 
In our rivers will insure us a reliable and certain annual return, 
depending, of course, as to Us amount, upon the numbers yearly 
planted. We quote a paragraph from tbe Bangor llVii^ nnd 
Courier, of June 5, 188U:

Janiea .M. Treat, of Stockton, who liac lieen engiigeil In ibis fishery all 
bis life, and whose falber beford biin wos eiigaeed In the mine business, 
Htirllinles Ibe greiK Increase to tbe iirtid 'ial prupagation of fislc Ills 
nrlvllege enitiraces the most iiroiliii-iive portion III Oiipe Jelllson. .Mr. 
Treat bus bei-n u close and imelligetit observer of the habila of salmon.' 

“We published in our report of last year, a letter from a friend, 
commenting upon tbe fact that while In the past few years the 
salmon were so reduced In numbers on tbe east branch of the 
Penobscot, that netting was entirely abandoned, as producing but 
two or three fish for the whole season. In I87'J over one hundred 
salmon were taken on the river at the Hunt Farm. This year, 
1880, six hundred and elghty-six salmou were taken at the 
same place, up to tbe 15th of July, when all legs! fishing ceased. 

“Considerable entbuelssm and excitement was created among 
anglers, by salmon rising and being taken by the fly on ihe 
Penobscot river and the Wassattaquolk. great deal of idle 
theorizing has been Indulged In ‘as to why tbe .Maine salmon 
would not rise to a liy)' We have takeu them at will with a fly, 
In past seasons, for experimental purposes, at tbe request of .Mr. 
Atkins, Assistant United States Commissioner, in charge of the 
salmon breeding works at Bucksport, now moved to Orland. 
The salmon to be used for spawning were formerly 
confined In a pond at Bucksport, where they were 
kept until ripe, when their ova was takeu during the months 
of October and Ni'Vember. Tbe fish there would rise 
readily to the fly, and wore very game. We have taken 
as many as eight or ten In one afternoon. The salmon, as a 
rule, does not feed when above tide water. They are there to 
prepare for breeding. Their feeding above tide water, Is the ex¬ 
ception and not the rule. Why they will rise, and only to files 
of a certain color. Is as Inexplicable as why certain colors will at¬ 
tract certain animals. Tbe colors that will attract a salmon 
differ In different waters. How much the motion of tbe fly In the 
water has to do with exciting the fish. Is problematic. A cat will 
strike St a feather, or a moving leaf; It Is tbe motion here that 
excites destructiveness, or the desire to kill. A large stock of 
salmon lb a river Is necessary to constitute good flyfishing, for the 
reason that we have stated, that above tide water they are either 
on, or on their way to their breeding grounds, to follow out their 
instinct of reproduction. Casting over a pool that contains many 
fish, an oUserver, from a point where tbe fish can be seen, will 
note that but one or two fisb will rise, perhaps not one. We 
have fished on a river that we knew abounded In salmon, and for 
three days have not had a single rise. 

“A hotel at the Hunt Farm Is already projected, and we antici¬ 
pate a great rush of anglers next year over the railroads to Mst- 
tswtmkeag and the east branch of the Penobscot The west 
branch of the Penobscot has been full of salmon this year. The 
gates of the West Twin dam are kept closed, to economize the 
water, until open for the passage of the logs of tbe great west 
branch drive. Tbe salmon wait below for the opening of these 
gates, and then seek to make their way to their spawning grounds. 
This year, after the drives bad passed, the gstes were again closed 
by some crews of lawless men, and tbe salmon wantonly slaugh- 
te^d. Crews of men sent to remove obstructions on RIpogenue, 
anty at other places, were guilty of many criminal acts that de¬ 
serve severe punishment. 

The success of salmon restoration by planting Is now beyond 
all cavil and accepted fact, as much as wheat culture or any other 
food product. We can never again In the future trust to the 
natural production of our fish fields for our salmon or our trout 
crop. The fields do not Increase In size as do the number of p r- 
sonsto be fed. improvemeuts have been made by preserving In 
turns. In refrigerators. In modes of transportation, by which popu¬ 
lation far removed beyond our sources of production now con¬ 
sume our salmon, to whom It has hitherto been an unattainable 
luxury. Of all the eggs deposited by natural process on the 
spawning bed, by the salmon, under the most favorable circum¬ 
stances, but eight eggs out of every one bundred (100) are Im¬ 
pregnated by the male flab, and capable of producing a fish. By 
the artificial process every egg la Impregnated, and under the 
tnost ordinary care ninety-two (92) out of every one bundred 


(100) is batched. Cultivation, a yearly planting of our fish fields 
with millions of young fry, can only keep pace witbthe demand, 
and prevent annihilation of our gpesent stock-resources The 
unprecedented drouth of the year, we feared, at one lime en¬ 
dangered our breeding fish. Those In the Mattawamkeag, below 
Gordon's fails, before tbe fish-way was completed, fell back as the 
water shallowed into the deeper waters of the Penobscot. Msoy 
at tbe worst period of the drouth were slaughtered In deep 
pools, where they could not escape; as many as twenty-five (35) 
were killed in one single pool. We have referred to these coses 
of crime above. Below tbe dam at Bangor, as late as tbe first of 
October, tbe fisb would come up on every tide and again fall 
back with the receding water. They seemed to know by Instinct 
that there was not suliiclent water above the fish-way to enable 
them to reach their spawning beds. 

“The want of requisite appropriations, has not enabled us to 
add any young fry to the Penobscot for tbe last four years. The 
two last runs of salmon are of previous planting. Eighteen 
bundred and seventy-six was the last planting of salmon by us In 
the Penobscot river or Its tributaries, as we have not had the ade¬ 
quate means to subscribe to tbe Bucksport Breeding Works for 
tbe ovs. We have this year been enabled to contribute $71)0 to 
the Bucksport and Orland Salmon Works, for salmon eggs, and 
lf2U0 to the Grand Lake Stream establishment, for land-locked 
salmon eggs for our inland waters, as Moosebead lake, Rsngely, 
etc. For the last two years a very large number of salmon have 
appeared In the Mattawamkeag, below Gordon’s falls to the 
mouth of the river, where It empties into the Penobscot, a dis¬ 
tance of about five miles. We have now opened the river by 
excellent fish-ways at Gordon's falls, at Slewgundy, and at King- 
man. 

“Our dividend of salmon eggs, this year, from Orland, Is 330,- 
000 , to which Professor Baird has added 250,000, making 580,- 
000. Our dividend of land-locked salmon eggs from Grand 
Like stream. Is 120,000. We are promised one million young 
shad for the Kennebec and Penobscot, 500,000 Michigan white- 
fish eggs, (for Ringely) and 50,000 California trout {salmo 
irldm). It will be seen that your commissioners have not oonly 
been fully occupied in the past, but have laid out full work for 
their future. 

“Ou the Presurapscot river, where we introduced salmon fry 
hatched at Norway, and planted In Crooked river, a tributary of 
Sebsgo lake, in 1875, we have been expecting a retnrn the last 
two years. Until this year we have never been able to get our 
chain of fish-ways ou this river completed, so that the fish could 
get back again to Sebago lake from the ocean. We have a letter 
from Mr. John Meade, one of our most eliiclcnt wardens in that 
part of the state, lo which he reports, ‘Salmon are making their 
appearance In some of the branches of Rogers' brook, where 
nothing of the kind has been known. I have not seen them, but 
believe them to be a return of those turned in five or six years 
ago; somebody has been operating against them already.’ 

“We arc informed by Intelligent gentlemen, that some of the 
tributary brooks of Sebago, where many of our salmon were 
planted, are literally teeming with buge fish of eight to t.telve 
pounds. 

“ Probably there Is no location In Maine, or in New England, 
so favorable to a valuable alewlve fishery as at *Daniarl8cotta 
Mills, on tbe dividing line between the towns of Nobleboro’ and 
Newcastle. The fishery there has been tbe most Important of Its 
kind In Maine for a long time, yet It has been of no great value 
as a source of revenue to the owners until within the last dozen 
years, and since tbe change In the system of management. Even 
now the greatest possible benefits are not derived from this fish¬ 
ery, owing to the custom of leasing the fishery each year, and 
for one eeasen only. This serious drawback can be overcome by 
adopting tbe custom that has been In practice In Massachusetts, 
of leasing the fishery for a term of live or ten years. At present 
the business is carried on In a loose and speculative inauner, and 
necessarily so under the one-year lease. 

“ The ‘run’ of alewives at Damariscotta Mills this 3 'car was the 
greatest ever known, exceeding even tbe great ‘run’ of 1867. 

“A practical fish-way can he devised for a fall of any height. 
But no fish-way should be ordered for any dam or fail until a 
careful examination has been made of the stream, its require¬ 
ments and capabilities, and a survey for the locstion of each 
fish-way. Then a fish-way may be built at each dam, of such 
form and capacity as will be suited to the requirements of its 
respective location. 

“ There Is a prevalent Impression that lo afford a good and 
sufficient passage for fish to ascend a river. It Is only necessary 
to adopt the design of some good fish-way as a standard, and 
cause similar ones to be constructed at every dam. This error 
has been a serious stumbling block to the commissioners of 
various states In the past. Our dam owners will appreciate the 
coarse taken by the Maine commissioners. In having a special 
survey and design made, for each dam for which a fish-way is 
needed, thereby accomplishing the desired result with the ut¬ 
most economy; and they can conceive tbe result should we adopt 
the course provided by law In Michigan, Virginia, and other 
states, of ordering fisb-WBys built throughout the state of one 
specified form. Not only would thus be Incurred unnecessary 
expense in many cases, but a flsh-wsy that is entirely sstlsfactory 
in a certain dam, might prove but partially efiective, or even ut¬ 
terly useless, at some other dam. 

“ First, the commisBlonersshould carefully examine the nature 
of the river, and lakes and streams tributary to it, ascertain 
what varieties of fish frequented tt In the past, what fish 
now frequent It, to what fisb It Is now best adapted, the 
nature and extent of breeding places that may be made accessible 
to anadroraous fishes, etc. 'Then each and every dam or obstruc¬ 
tion In the river, commencing at its mouth, must be thoroughly 
examined, the location of fisli-ways therefor determined upon, 
and a survey made at each dam, to furnish data toward design¬ 
ing such a flsb-way for each dam as will best be adapted to lbs 
location. In designing such fish* waya, the subject of hydraulics 
and englDccrlng construction must be studied, as well as the 
habits of the fishes for which tbe structure Is designed. A 
practical knowledge of ihe liver at various seasons of tbe year, 
must he arqnlred. In order to ascertain the dangers to which tbe 
fisb-wsys may be exposed, and that suitable protection therefrom 
may be provided. 

“There are now llsh-wsya at upward of forty dams within the 
State of Maine. During the present year many Improvements 
have been made, and eight new fish-ways completed. 

“We wish, In conned Ion with the subject of fish ways, to cull 
the attention of the owners sod occupants of dams where there 
are fish-ways, to a paragraph of section 2, chapter 75, public, laws 
of 1878: 

It shall also he lucumbuiil nil the owner or occiipanl of the ilam to 
keep the fish wars In repair, and open nml free I'roiti ohslruellon lor Ihe 
psssa:;eor fish, during such limes as may be prcscrlltctl hy law. 

“There have been fish-ways in operation In Maine for a great 
many years, and among the oldest may be mentioned the one at 
Damariscotta Mills, that has been in operation about seventy- 
five years This fish-way affords an effective passage for alewives 
to ascend ovei; a fall of fifty-two feet In height, and Is of especial 
Interest, since the lake to which It gives access for the alewives,

fective flth-way. In operation long before any other on this con¬ 
tinent outside the State of Maine. And we believe that Maine 
still maintains tbe lead In the number and prtelical success of her 
fish-ways, and also in fish-culture as applied to the actual reslora- 
tioQ of the tlaheries.”

Cake ov Fibu Ponds. —The inflow and outtlowchannels of fish 
poods must be constAitly keptclear of Ice and tbe snow partially 
removed to afford a necessary amount of light. The main sur¬ 
face of the pond, however, should he left uudisturbed, since snow 
helps to keep off the extreme cold. When the Ice bears, air¬ 
holes should be provided and these should be sawn, not chopped. 
To protect these from further action of tlie frost, thin poles 
should be laid athwart them, covered with a thin layer of branches, 
straw, reeds, or rushes. On no account should tbe alr-bolea be 
made above the spot where the fish have congregated for the 
Winter, and tbe most suitable positiuu for them Is at opposite 
ends of tbe pond, close to tbe lo and out flow, so ns to Insure 
a maximum airatlou of the water. Tbe air-holes must he exam¬ 
ined dally for signs of the dispersion of the fish; these are dis¬ 
coloration of tbe water, tbe appearance on the surface of dead 
water beetles and spiders, or fisb gasping for air. Should these 
unhoped-for signs occur, tbe number of air-holes must be largely 
increased, and as much circulation as possible given to tbe water. 
If these measures prove unavailing, and Ibere Is no Immediate 
}tro8peet of thaw, all that can be done Is to net tbe pond and 
transfer tbe fish to other and better water. All noise on the Ice, 
such as that caused by cutting Ice for storage, skating or sledg¬ 
ing, Is to be avoided, otherwise tbe fish will he roused and 
tempted to rise to the surface, where. In all prohabillty, they will 
freeze fast to the Ice, and die In coiiscquencc.— Duuker'e Fiseherei 
Kalender. 


American Otsteks in Germanv. —The experiment of trans¬ 
planting American oysters to the Little Belt, from Uravenshoved 
to Flolkhoved, as well as Lo tbe south of Faroe Islainls, appears 
not to prove fully successful, as a recent Investigation of these 
oyster beds by K. MoMus, professor of zoology at the University 
of Kiel, leaves serious doubts whether these imported oysters will 
spawn and multiply In German waters. Under these circumstan¬ 
ces tbe exportation of Auterlcsn oysters to Geriii:iny should be 
improved by American oyster dealers, as the oyster is regarded 
lu Germany as an article of luxury, and Is very costly at Berlin 
and other large Interior cities, and is only served on special occa¬ 
sions. I am of tbe opinion that the American oyster would find 
a ready market in Germany, and dealers would find It a profitable 
undertaking to send oysters to German markets.—A'zfcaet from a 
Rtport from the Commercial Agent at (Jefetcmiinde.

—Editor Chicago Fold: —Enquirer, Buffalo, 
New York, lu your February 5th Issue asked aboutferrets permit; 
me to offer the following: The ferret (.l/uslrio furo) is a use¬ 
ful, ferocious little sicnder-hodled, short-legged, jellowlsh-whlte, 
domesticated pole-cat (not skunk) or Albino weasel, with a four¬ 
teen Inch body, five Inch head, long narrow muzzle, round ears 
and Inflamed red or pink eyes. They allow themselves lo be 
handled by man, but are never altogether tame or familiar; al¬ 
ways excitable and bloodthirsty; emitting a disagreeable odor 
when angry, a great sleeper, very tender and difficult to rear, and 
breeding twice a year, six to nine at a birth and the suitable ani¬ 
mal to clear a rat-bole or rabbit burrow. They will dispose of a 
big ship or Norway rat in a few seconds, and kill a rabbit three 
times their size with ease, and destroy all the poultry In a neigh¬ 
borhood In a few nights. They are exactly what you need in 
clearing your premises of rata. To begin: Close all the small 
holes “side entrances or hack doors" to your raltery, leaving open 
only tbe main hole or entrance. At one end of this opening 
place a hag nr net, and at the other (a few hours after feeding) 
put In yc'ur ferrets, watching at their place of entrance with a 
net or a few good terriers If the latter are accustomed to ferrets. 
Never use poison where the rats are sure to die under tbe floor, 
between the partitions, or on the premises. ManitoU.

In chooalng ferrets, let your vote be In fayor net 
of white ones, on account of their being easier ret 
seen when at work, and consequently leas liable th< 
to be mletsken by the terriers for raU. They up 
are, moreoyer, of a quieter and tamer nature pie 
than the dark-colored, or fitch ferrets; but, on ^ 
the other hand, aa a rule, they are neither so bit 
keen or so fast, and this Is the chief reason why ln( 
the professional vermin destroyer generally baj 
atlcks by the fitches. The females are generally an 
preferredwfor work to the males, being more ab 
docile, yet keener at their game, far more active, ca' 
and leas Inclined to "lay up." Before con¬ 
cluding your purchase, be particular to observe sp 
their feet are clean and free from rot. Having ev 
made your selection, you will naturally turn go 
your attention to Its future Comfort and well- bo 
being In the shape of bousing and feeding. The ot 
beat and most simple form of residence Is a sort fe 
of rabbit-hutch on a miniature scale; but the size, T1 
however, will entirely depend on the number to ar 
be accommodated, bearing In mind that It le, th 
for many reasons, preferable to keep them apart SI 
In small batches, even though their dwelling ol 
boxes be smaller in proportion. er 

To break a terrier to f erreU Is by no means so at;

these you have to cultivate and Improve. w 

Terrlera that are bred where ferrets are kept si 
and much need, acarcely require any breaking tl 
at all, for If not “ to the manner born" It p 
speedily grows on them that the ferret la Ihelr S 
ally, and not an enemy. What Is chiefly to be fi 
guarded against Is that In their haste to dispatch d 
their quarry as It bolts, they mistake not the b 
ferret lor the vermin; this being so, the superl- n 
orlty of while ferrets over fitches or polecats, as t 
the darker ones are called. Is evident, especially 1 
when dogs are being broken, or are not f 
thoroughly up In their profession. Nor la this r 
the only argument In favor of white ferrets s 
they are more discernible In covert or dark 
barns, more docile, bolder In permitting them- t 
selves to be handled, and in the opinion of most i 
people, far handsomer than the others, which i 
perhaps possess a trifle the higher courage and i 
stronger constitution; another quality certainly i 
possessed by the latter Is speed. Dark ferrets ' 
will be found Infinitely more serviceable among 1 
rocks and rough stony ground, where the rab- ! 
bits have much room below, and seek to escape 
by running along the ledges and shelves of the 
rocks* 

The proper way to coach a young dog Is to 
work him In company with several others that 
understand their business. He should be care¬ 
fully watched, and In case he so much as looks 
at a ferret must be severely rated with the 
words, “’War war ferret, will youl" Impres¬ 
sively Intoned. It Is better to teach only one 
young dog at a time, as undivided attention 
can be given him, and ho will be found the more 
steady from having no other raw recruit to 
“ keep him In countenance," aa we heard a rat¬ 
catcher once put It. In breaking an adult dog, 
or one that comes of a sharp-bltlng, excitable 
strain, It le necessary to give some home les¬ 
sons before taking him Into the field. First, 
then, show him the ferrets In their box, and 
make him understand by the repeated cantlon 
of "’War war ferret," that they must not be 
touched, If he Is found persistently “ wicked,” 
the whip must be brought Into requisition; or 
It will be found not a bad plan to place across 
the top of the bars of the ferret box a few laths, 
liberally, but carefully, bedaubed with mustard 
and cayenne pepper. Let the ferrets afterward 
glide about In a stall or loose box among the 
straw, but well away from danger, and have the 
dog carefully secured by chain or lead; also 
take him to see a regular rat-hunt, without per¬ 
mitting him to Uke part. With perseverance, 
there are few terriers, excepting those bred 
with too much bull, which may not thus be ac¬ 
customed to ferrets. The finishing touches of 
their education are to be acquired only by ex¬ 
perience gained by constant work.
